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Foreword 


The  American  Foundation  for  the  Blind  (AFB)  was  founded  in  1921  by  lead¬ 
ers  in  the  field  of  blindness  who  wanted  to  create  an  independent  national 
center  to  conduct  research,  collect  and  disseminate  information,  and  evaluate 
and  upgrade  services  for  individuals  who  were  blind  or  visually  impaired.  In 
1926,  only  five  years  later,  AFB  published  its  first  directory  of  services.  That  a 
national  service  directory  was  produced  so  quickly  after  the  very  inception  of 
AFB  indicates  both  the  great  need  that  existed  and  was  expressed  for  informa¬ 
tion  on  available  services  and  the  desire  of  AFB  to  support  and  respond 
promptly  to  blind  and  visually  impaired  persons,  their  families,  and  profession¬ 
als  who  worked  with  them. 

Since  that  time,  AFB  has  continued  to  publish  the  Directory  of  Services  for 
Blind  and  Visually  Impaired  Persons  in  the  United  States  and  Canada  to  meet  the 
same  pressing  need  and  with  the  same  critical  purpose:  to  provide  useful,  com¬ 
prehensive  information  that  helps  persons  who  are  visually  impaired  and  their 
families  find  the  assistance  they  need  and  to  help  professionals  identify,  coordi¬ 
nate,  and  deliver  services  effectively.  In  the  process,  AFB's  Directory  has  become 
the  most  important  reference  and  referral  resource  in  the  field  of  blindness  and 
visual  impairment. 

This  new  edition  of  the  Directory  has  the  same  purpose  as  its  predecessors. 
However,  it  differs  dramatically  from  previous  editions  in  several  ways.  As  AFB 
has  supported  the  efforts  of  visually  impaired  individuals  to  participate  equally 
and  fully  in  every  aspect  of  society,  it  has  undertaken  important  national  initia¬ 
tives  to  disseminate  information  on  visual  impairment  and  the  needs  and  abili¬ 
ties  of  visually  impaired  persons  to  the  public  at  large.  This  Directory  therefore 
contains  expanded  explanations  of  services  and  terminology  and  is  completely 
reorganized  to  provide  new  indexes,  lists  of  key  state  agencies  and  resources, 
and  profiles  of  products  and  technology  used  by  people  who  are  visually 
impaired.  It  also  reflects  AFB's  vigorous  involvement  in  the  new  millennium's 
emphasis  on  the  Internet  by  including  updated  information  on  vital  online 
resources.  In  addition,  AFB's  web  site — www.afb.org — a  fully  accessible, 
graphically  rich  resource,  has  been  restructured  to  deliver  the  critical  informa¬ 
tion  found  in  this  Directory  and  to  empower  users  to  find  the  services  and  assis- 
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tance  they  need.  Individuals  visiting  AFB's  site  can  conduct  a  search  for  services 
that  is  based  on  the  Directory  free  of  charge;  those  interested  in  all  the  informa¬ 
tion  the  Directory  contains  can  purchase  a  web  version  that  is  designed  for 
everyone's  ease  of  use  and  completely  accessible  for  blind  and  visually 
impaired  persons  as  well. 

We  at  AFB  hope  that  readers  find  this  Directory  to  be  an  invaluable  tool.  It  is 
the  product  of  the  efforts  and  collaboration  of  AFB  Press  and  other  AFB  staff  in 
many  departments  and  areas  and  of  the  suggestions  and  assistance  of  many 
professionals  outside  AFB.  In  addition  to  expressing  gratitude  for  the  hard  work 
of  everyone  involved,  we  wish  to  thank  all  the  organizations  and  individuals 
who  supplied  us  with  the  information  about  the  programs  and  services  they 
deliver  and  that  is  included  here.  This  publication  is  based  on  the  descriptions 
they  provide,  and,  without  them,  there  would  be  no  Directory.

How  to  Use  This  Directory 


The  American  Foundation  for  the  Blind  (AFB)'s 
Directory  of  Services  for  Blind  and  Visually 
Impaired  Persons  in  the  United  States  and  Canada 
contains  information  on  more  than  1,500  organiza¬ 
tions  and  agencies  that  serve  people  who  are  blind 
or  visually  impaired.  The  Directory  compiles  list¬ 
ings  of  schools,  agencies,  organizations,  and  pro¬ 
grams  in  the  governmental  and  private,  nonprofit 
sectors  that  provide  a  wide  variety  of  direct  and 
indirect  services,  information,  and  other  assistance 
to  blind  and  visually  impaired  children  and 
adults,  their  families,  and  professionals  who  work 
with  them.  Information  is  also  included  on  pro¬ 
ducers  and  distributors  of  braille,  large-print  pub¬ 
lications,  audiotape,  and  other  alternate  media; 
specialized  computer  hardware  and  software  and 
other  assistive  technology  and  adapted  devices; 
and  other  products  used  by  people  who  are  visu¬ 
ally  impaired.  Each  listing  provides  contact  infor¬ 
mation  and  a  detailed  description  of  the  services 
the  organization  provides.  A  listing  in  the  Direc¬ 
tory,  which  is  based  on  information  supplied  by 
the  individual  organization  itself,  does  not  imply 
endorsement  or  evaluation  by  AFB.  Additional 
information  on  accreditation  and  evaluation  of 
agencies  can  be  obtained  from  the  National 
Accreditation  Council  for  Agencies  Serving  the 
Blind  and  Visually  Ffandicapped  (listed  under 
"United  States  Organizations,  National  List¬ 
ings"). 

This  introduction  explains  how  to  find  orga¬ 
nizations  and  services  in  the  Directory.  For  more 
detailed  information  about  the  kinds  of  organiza¬ 
tions  that  assist  people  who  are  blind  or  visually 
impaired  and  the  nature  of  the  services  they  offer, 
see  "An  Overview  of  Services"  and  "A  Summary 
of  Major  Federal  Programs."  "A  Glossary  of 


Common  Terms"  offers  an  explanation  of  some  of 
the  specialized  terms  frequently  used  in  the  Direc¬ 
tory  and  in  the  field  of  visual  impairment,  as  well 
as  some  common  abbreviations. 

ORGANIZATION  OF  THE 
DIRECTORY 

The  Directory  is  designed  to  provide  information 
about  both  the  United  States  and  Canada,  and  it  is 
divided  into  major  sections  for  ease  of  use.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  the  section  containing  indexes  has  been  sepa¬ 
rated  from  sections  containing  listings,  or 
organizational  profiles  that  provide  contact  infor¬ 
mation  and  a  description  of  services  offered  for  the 
organizations  that  are  described. 

The  indexes  that  appear  at  the  beginning  of 
the  Directory  are  described  in  detail  later  in  this 
introduction.  They  list  all  the  organizations  con¬ 
tained  in  the  book  and  are  divided  into  the  follow¬ 
ing  categories:  Federal  Agencies,  National 
Organizations,  National  Membership  Organiza¬ 
tions,  Types  of  Organizations,  Types  of  Services, 
Computer  Training,  and  Products.  In  addition  to 
providing  organization  names,  these  indexes  indi¬ 
cate  the  state  or  province  within  which  an  organi¬ 
zation  is  located.  Readers  can  therefore  see  at  a 
glance  the  number,  location,  and  scope  of  agencies 
within  any  given  index  category,  as  well  as  find  a 
particular  organization  or  type  of  service  of  inter¬ 
est  to  them. 

In  addition  to  these  category  indexes  appear¬ 
ing  at  the  beginning  of  the  Directory,  readers  will 
find  an  Alphabetical  Index  at  the  back  of  the  book. 
The  Alphabetical  Index  lists  all  the  organizations 
that  appear  in  the  Directory  and  arranges  them  in 
two  main  sections,  one  for  the  United  States,  the 
other  for  Canada. 
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The  listings  or  organizational  profiles  in  the 
Directory  are  broken  out  into  several  main  sections. 
Organizations  in  the  United  States  are  listed  in  a 
separate  section  that  is  divided  by  state.  Within  the 
states,  organizations  are  listed  alphabetically. 
Similarly,  organizations  in  Canada  have  been 
listed  in  a  separate  section  divided  by  province 
and,  within  each  province,  are  listed  in  alphabeti¬ 
cal  order. 

Publishers  who  distribute  their  publications 
on  a  national  and  international  scale  and  produc¬ 
ers  of  adapted  products  for  persons  with  visual 
impairments  are  listed  in  separate  sections  for 
readers'  convenience.  Within  these  sections,  orga¬ 
nizations  are  arranged  in  alphabetical  order.  In  the 
paragraphs  that  follow,  the  various  sections  of  the 
Directory  are  described  in  more  detail,  and  ways  in 
which  services  and  information  can  be  located  in 
the  Directory  are  explored. 

FINDING  AN  ORGANIZATION  OR 
SERVICE 

The  Directory  has  the  following  main  sections: 

1.  Indexes,  a  series  of  comprehensive  subject 
indexes  to  the  listings  in  the  Directory  that 
group  entries  by  category  for  easy  reference. 

2.  United  States  Organizations,  listings  of 
organizations  in  the  United  States,  beginning 
with  national  listings  of  government  agencies 
and  organizations  that  serve  more  than  their 
state  or  local  area,  followed  by  geographical 
listings  arranged  alphabetically  by  state 
(including  territories  and  the  District  of 
Columbia). 

3.  Canadian  Organizations,  listings  of  organi¬ 
zations  in  Canada,  beginning  with  national 
listings  of  government  agencies  and  organi¬ 
zations  that  serve  more  than  their  state  or 
local  area,  followed  by  geographical  listings 
arranged  alphabetically  by  province  or  terri¬ 
tory. 

4.  United  States/Canadian  Publishers  of 
Braille,  Audio,  and  Other  Nonprint  For¬ 
mats,  a  listing  of  national  publishers  that  dis¬ 
seminate  a  variety  of  books,  magazines,  and 
other  materials  in  alternative  media  such  as 


braille,  large  print,  audiotape,  and,  increas¬ 
ingly,  in  computer  formats  such  as  disks,  CD- 
ROMS,  or  e-books. 

5.  United  States/Canadian  Sources  of  Adapted 
Products  for  Persons  with  Visual  Impair¬ 
ments,  a  listing  of  suppliers  of  products  that 
are  specially  designed  for  use  by  persons 
who  are  visually  impaired  to  promote  inde¬ 
pendent  living,  such  as  adapted  products  for 
personal  and  household  use;  magnifiers  and 
other  specialized  low  vision  devices;  and 
computer  software  and  hardware. 

6.  Alphabetical  Index,  an  index  containing  all 
entries  in  the  Directory,  listed  alphabetically 
for  easy  reference.  This  index  has  separate 
sections  for  U.S.  and  Canadian  organizations. 

The  information  in  the  Directory  of  Services  is 
organized  so  that  services  can  be  found  in  a  num¬ 
ber  of  ways: 

1.  By  alphabetical  order.  To  find  a  specific  organi¬ 
zation  when  its  name  is  known,  consult  the 
alphabetical  index  at  the  end  of  this  book  to 
find  the  page  number  for  its  listing,  or  find 
the  organization  listed  alphabetically  in  the 
section  for  the  state  or  province  in  which  it  is 
located. 

2.  By  geographical  location .  Organizations  and 
agencies  in  the  Directory  have  been  grouped 
according  to  whether  they  serve  people 
throughout  the  country  or  primarily  indi¬ 
viduals  in  their  state  or  local  area.  Thus,  Fed¬ 
eral  Agencies,  National  Organizations,  and 
National  Membership  Organizations  are  in 
sections  separate  from  state  listings.  In  gen¬ 
eral,  readers  may  wish  to  start  a  search  for 
information  or  services  by  consulting 
national  organizations,  since  they  are  often 
the  most  knowledgeable  about  services  in  the 
field  of  visual  impairment.  However,  most  of 
the  organizations  in  the  Directory  are  listed 
alphabetically  within  their  state  or  province, 
so  that  readers  can  easily  find  services  in  loca¬ 
tions  near  them. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  listings  for  each  state  is  a 
box  entitled  "Key  State  Agencies  and  Resources," 
which  gives  the  key  contacts  or  lead  agency  in  the 
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state  for  services  related  to  aging,  early  interven¬ 
tion,  education,  instructional  materials,  and  reha¬ 
bilitation.  The  agencies  listed  in  this  box  are  places 
to  begin  looking  for  services  in  these  categories  or 
areas;  they  are  able  to  give  information  and  make 
referrals  to  specific  local  agencies.  Some  local 
agencies  may  also  provide  services  to  people  even 
if  they  do  not  live  in  the  immediate  area. 

For  example,  a  parent  living  in  Idaho  who  has 
been  told  that  her  child  has  a  visual  impairment 
would  find  it  helpful  to  look  at  the  first  page  of  the 
Idaho  section  in  the  "Key  State  Agencies  and 
Resources"  box  to  find  the  lead  agency  for  early 
intervention  services  (if  the  child  were  under  3 
years  old)  or  the  state  education  department  (if  the 
child  were  older).  This  parent  would  also  find  it 
useful  to  contact  the  state  rehabilitation  agency 
and  one  of  the  national  organizations  that  provide 
information  and  referral  for  some  general  infor¬ 
mation  about  the  child's  eye  condition,  the  types 
of  services  to  which  visually  impaired  children  are 
entitled,  additional  services  that  exist  for  parents 
and  family  members,  and  national  membership 
organizations  for  family  members. 

3.  By  category.  The  indexes  at  the  beginning  of 
this  book  help  readers  locate  organizations  of 
a  particular  type  or  that  provide  the  specific 
service  they  need.  They  are  divided  into  the 
following  sections:

Computer  Training 

Products 

These  indexes  list  all  the  organizations  in  a  par¬ 
ticular  category  by  the  state  or  province  in  which 
they  are  located  (except  for  Products,  which  are 
listed  by  product  categories).  The  following  sec¬ 
tions  describe  the  types  of  organizations  that  fall 
into  each  of  these  categories. 

FEDERAL  AGENCIES 

Departments  and  agencies  of  the  U.S.  or  Canadian 
government  that  have  responsibilities  for  oversee¬ 


ing  or  administering  programs  and  services  for 
people  who  are  blind  or  visually  impaired  are 
listed  in  this  section.  In  the  United  States,  these 
include  the  agencies  that  are  charged  with  imple¬ 
menting  and  enforcing  the  Americans  with  Dis¬ 
abilities  Act;  the  Departments  of  Education, 

Health  and  Human  Services,  Labor,  Transporta¬ 
tion,  and  Veterans  Affairs;  and  various  other  agen¬ 
cies.  In  Canada,  they  include  Human  Resources 
Development  Canada  and  a  variety  of  federal 
departments  that  promote  disability  initiatives  in 
their  own  areas. 

NATIONAL  ORGANIZATIONS 

The  category  of  national  organizations  includes 
those  whose  mission  extends  beyond  providing 
services  to  individuals  in  a  given  local  area.  Gener¬ 
ally  they  engage  in  such  activities  as  advocacy, 
research,  information  and  referral,  and  service  for 
a  defined  constituency  across  the  country  or  inter¬ 
nationally. 

NATIONAL  MEMBERSHIP 
ORGANIZATIONS 

Organizations  listed  in  this  section  provide  an 
opportunity  for  consumers  and  professionals  in 
the  field  of  blindness  and  visual  impairment  to 
become  members  and  thereby  participate  in  the 
organization's  mission  and  receive  representation 
as  well  as  the  benefits  of  membership. 

TYPES  OF  ORGANIZATIONS 

This  index  lists  organizations  according  to  type, 
and  they  are  then  sorted  by  state.  Readers  can  look 
up  the  type  of  organization  in  which  they  are  inter¬ 
ested  and  then  see  at  a  glance  if  any  are  located  in 
their  state  or  states  nearby.  Organizations  are  cat¬ 
egorized  into  the  following  types. 

Alternate  Media  Producers 

These  organizations  produce  books,  textbooks, 
and  other  materials  in  alternative  media — that  is, 
in  forms  other  than  regular  print  that  are  acces¬ 
sible  for  people  who  are  blind  or  visually 
impaired,  such  as  braille,  large  print,  audio  cas¬ 
settes,  and  e-books.  This  category  also  includes 
braille  transcribers  who  convert  specific  materials 
into  braille  for  individuals  or  groups  on  request,  as 
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well  as  companies  that  produce  alternate  media 
versions  of  other  organizations'  publications  for 
distribution  (such  as  by  recording  Talking  Books). 
In  addition  to  the  organizations  listed  in  this  cat¬ 
egory,  many  school  districts  and  educational  agen¬ 
cies  produce  materials  in  alternate  media  for 
students,  and  many  local  libraries  contain  books  in 
large-print  and  audio  formats.  See  also  the  cat¬ 
egory  of  Instructional  Materials  Centers  in  this 
index. 

Dog  Guide  Schools 

The  schools  listed  under  this  category  train  and 
provide  dog  guides  for  people  who  are  blind  and 
instruct  blind  people  in  how  to  work  with  their 
dogs.  Individuals  who  are  mature  and  able  to  care 
for  a  dog  learn  how  to  form  a  working  partnership 
with  a  dog  guide  to  negotiate  the  travel  environ¬ 
ment. 

Early  Intervention  Lead  Agencies 

This  category  identifies  the  agency  in  each  state 
that  oversees  the  provision  of  early  intervention 
services  to  infants  who  are  blind  or  visually 
impaired  and  their  families.  States  in  the  United 
States  are  mandated  by  federal  law  to  provide  free 
early  childhood  services  for  children  from  birth  to 
age  3  who  have  a  disability  or  are  at  risk  of  devel¬ 
opmental  delay  and  their  families.  (See  "An  Over¬ 
view  of  Services"  and  "A  Summary  of  Major 
Federal  Programs"  for  more  information.)  Early 
intervention  typically  includes  such  services  as 
assessment  of  the  child's  condition  and  needs, 
developmental  enrichment,  and  coordination  of 
health  and  social  services.  The  lead  agency  may  be 
housed  in  a  state  department  of  education,  health, 
human  services,  or  rehabilitation,  although  some 
are  in  agencies  outside  the  state  system.  These 
agencies  can  usually  provide  referrals  to  local  pro¬ 
grams. 

Education  Agencies 

Agencies  listed  in  this  category  provide  educa¬ 
tional  services  to  children  from  birth  to  age  21,  but 
are  not  themselves  schools.  These  services  include 
early  intervention,  infant  and  preschool  programs, 
outreach  efforts,  elementary  and  secondary  school 
programs,  and  assistance  with  transitions  from 
one  service  to  another.  Educational  services  may 


also  be  found  by  using  the  categories  of  Early 
Intervention  Lead  Agencies,  Infant /Preschool 
Programs,  and  Special  Schools. 

Education  Departments/Units,  State 

This  category  identifies  the  state  or  provincial  edu¬ 
cational  agency  responsible  for  overseeing  educa¬ 
tion  services  to  visually  impaired  children 
— typically  a  division  of  the  state  or  provincial 
Department  of  Education.  Education  services  are 
usually  provided  to  children  from  birth  through 
age  21.  This  agency  administers  state  funds  for 
these  services  and  provides  consultation  to  local 
school  districts  and  agencies  on  education  ser¬ 
vices.  It  may  provide  referrals  to  local  programs, 
although  the  local  school  district  may  be  a  more 
direct  source  of  information. 

Independent  Living  Programs 

The  agencies  listed  in  this  category  provide  ser¬ 
vices  under  the  Independent  Living  Services  for 
Older  Individuals  Who  Are  Blind  Program  (Title 
VII,  Chapter  2,  of  the  U.S.  Rehabilitation  Act  of 
1973),  to  visually  impaired  individuals  over  age  55 
who  are  not  candidates  for  vocational 
rehabilitation — that  is,  who  do  not  have  employ¬ 
ment  as  their  goal.  These  services  may  include 
training  in  the  skills  of  daily  living,  provision  of 
adaptive  aids  and  appliances,  low  vision  services, 
orientation  and  mobility  (O&M)  training,  training 
in  communication  skills,  family  and  peer  counsel¬ 
ing,  and  community  integration. 

Infant/Preschool  Programs 

This  category  identifies  local  agencies  that  provide 
early  intervention  services  that  are  specifically 
geared  for  infants  and  preschool-age  children  who 
are  blind  or  visually  impaired.  These  services  may 
include  outreach  to  locate  children  who  may 
require  early  intervention;  educational  and  devel¬ 
opmental  services;  counseling;  health  services; 
preschool;  recreation;  and  the  like.  Services  may  be 
provided  either  in  the  child's  home  or  in  an  agency 
or  school. 

Information  and  Referral  Centers 

The  organizations  listed  in  this  category  provide 
general  information  about  blindness  and  visual 
impairment,  as  well  as  referrals  for  additional 
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information  and  services.  These  are  generally  non¬ 
profit  organizations,  frequently  national  organiza¬ 
tions  or  their  local  affiliates. 

Instructional  Materials  Centers 

Most  states  have  instructional  materials  centers 
(also  known  as  instructional  resource  centers), 
whose  function  is  the  provision  of  adapted  materi¬ 
als,  such  as  braille  textbooks,  large  print,  and  texts 
on  tape,  for  visually  impaired  students,  usually 
through  either  grade  12  or  age  21.  They  also  pro¬ 
vide  library  functions  and  materials  for  profes¬ 
sionals  in  the  field.  Their  operation  and  funding 
differ;  most  are  affiliated  with  state  departments  of 
education,  but  some  are  affiliated  with  schools  for 
blind  students,  state  departments  for  visually 
impaired  persons,  or  U.S.  Library  of  Congress 
National  Library  Service  for  the  Blind  and  Physi¬ 
cally  Handicapped  regional  libraries.  Instructional 
materials  centers  generally  serve  school  districts 
rather  than  individual  students  or  persons  outside 
the  school  system. 

Libraries 

Libraries  are  listed  here  that  provide  special  mate¬ 
rials  and  services  for  people  who  are  blind  or  visu¬ 
ally  impaired  but  are  not  part  of  the  National 
Library  Service  (see  U.S.  Library  of  Congress 
National  Library  Service  Libraries). 

Low  Vision  Centers 

Organizations  listed  in  this  category  provide  spe¬ 
cial  services  for  people  with  low  vision — that  is, 
individuals  who  are  severely  visually  impaired 
but  are  usually  able  to  use  vision  at  least  some  of 
the  time  for  some  everyday  activities.  Services 
may  include  a  low  vision  evaluation — a  special¬ 
ized  examination  to  assess  the  abilities  and  needs 
of  an  individual  with  low  vision — prescription  of 
low  vision  aids  and  devices,  and  training  in  their 
use. 

Publishers 

This  category  lists  companies  that  publish  their 
own  books  and  other  materials  in  alternate  media 
(braille,  audio,  large  print,  and/ or  e-book)  for 
widespread  distribution,  usually  for  sale. 

(National  publishers  are  listed  together  in  Section 
4  of  the  Directory.) 


Radio  Reading  Services 

The  organizations  listed  in  this  category  broadcast 
information,  such  as  newspaper  articles,  books, 
and  consumer  information,  to  people  with  visual, 
physical,  and  reading  disabilities.  They  usually 
operate  on  unused  radio  frequencies  and  require  a 
special  receiver. 

Rehabilitation  Agencies 

The  agencies  listed  under  this  category  provide 
services  directly  to  people  who  are  blind  or  visu¬ 
ally  impaired.  Types  of  services  include  rehabilita¬ 
tion  (adjusting  to  blindness  and  learning  to 
function  in  everyday  activities,  including  O&M, 
communication,  and  daily  living  skills);  counsel¬ 
ing;  vocational  training  and  employment  services; 
health  and  low  vision  services;  recreation;  com¬ 
puter  training,  and  so  forth.  These  agencies  may 
provide  services  in  residential  facilities,  schools  or 
centers,  or  clients'  homes.  In  addition,  assisted 
living  facilities  provide  independent  living 
arrangements  for  blind  or  visually  impaired  indi¬ 
viduals  who  are  able  to  live  on  their  own  if  certain 
services  are  available  on  the  premises;  residences 
for  people  who  are  blind  or  visually  impaired  pro¬ 
vide  various  levels  of  care;  and  sheltered  work¬ 
shops  or  industries  for  the  blind  employ 
individuals  who  are  capable  of  working  in  a  pro¬ 
tected  environment. 

Rehabilitation  Departments/Units, 
State 

This  service  category  identifies  the  state  agency 
responsible  for  overseeing  rehabilitation  services 
in  the  state.  Many  states  provide  services  for 
people  who  are  blind  or  visually  impaired  through 
a  separate  state  rehabilitation  agency  for  blind  per¬ 
sons,  whereas  others  provide  services  through  a 
division  or  department  of  the  state  vocational 
rehabilitation  agency.  Services  vary  from  state  to 
state.  Generally,  rehabilitation  services  are  pro¬ 
vided  to  adults  who  have  recently  lost  their  vision 
and  are  adjusting  to  blindness  and  to  young  adults 
who  are  making  the  transition  from  school  to 
adulthood.  Some  states  also  provide  rehabilitation 
services  for  children.  The  state  rehabilitation 
agency  generally  provides  services  itself  and  usu¬ 
ally  has  a  network  of  local  offices. 
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Special  Schools 

This  category  lists  schools  in  each  state  that  are 
specifically  geared  to  serve  children  from  kinder¬ 
garten  to  grade  12  who  are  blind  or  visually 
impaired.  These  may  be  residential  schools,  day 
schools,  or  agencies  that  supply  itinerant  teachers 
to  provide  services  either  in  school  or  student 
homes.  They  can  be  state  schools  or  privately  run. 
In  addition  to  educational  services,  these  schools 
may  also  provide  a  variety  of  related  counseling, 
rehabilitation,  health,  low  vision,  outreach,  and 
other  services. 

State  Units  on  Aging 

Under  the  Older  Americans  Act  of  1965,  each  state 
has  established  a  State  Unit  on  Aging.  These  agen¬ 
cies  provide  referrals  to  local  agencies  that  special¬ 
ize  in  services  for  older  people — such  as  senior 
centers,  home  care  agencies,  geriatric  medical 
practices,  assistive  living  facilities,  social  work 
agencies  and  the  like.  They  can  also  provide  infor¬ 
mation  on  local  Area  Agencies  on  Aging,  which 
coordinate  aging  services  in  their  immediate  areas. 

University  Degree/Certification 
Programs 

This  category  lists  the  educational  programs  at  the 
university  level  within  each  state  that  offer  degree 
programs  and  areas  of  concentration  to  prepare 
professionals  to  work  with  individuals  who  are 
blind  or  visually  impaired  in  various  capacities, 
such  as  teacher  of  students  who  are  blind  or  visu¬ 
ally  impaired,  O&M  specialist,  rehabilitation 
teacher,  or  rehabilitation  counselor. 

U.S.  Library  of  Congress  National 
Library  Service  Libraries 

The  U.S.  Library  of  Congress  National  Library  Ser¬ 
vice  for  the  Blind  and  Physically  Handicapped, 
headquartered  in  Washington,  DC,  lends  free 
reading  materials  on  tape,  disk,  or  braille  through 
a  network  of  regional  and  subregional  libraries 
throughout  the  country  to  individuals  who  are 
unable  to  read  regular  print  books  because  of  a 
visual  or  physical  disability.  In  addition,  some  of 
these  libraries  provide  additional  assistive  equip¬ 
ment  such  as  magnifiers  or  reading  machines; 
resources  such  as  volunteer  readers;  and  materials 
such  as  large-print  books  and  disability-related 


information  and  catalogs;  as  well  as  serving  as 
reference  libraries  on  blindness  and  visual  impair¬ 
ment. 

TYPES  OF  SERVICES 

This  index  lists  organizations  according  to  the  ser¬ 
vices  they  provide.  They  are  then  sorted  by  state. 
The  services  listed  in  this  index  are  defined  in  the 
sections  that  follow. 

Aging 

Aging  services  encompass  all  services  specifically 
targeted  to  adults  who  are  visually  impaired  and 
over  age  55.  They  may  include  direct  services 
— such  as  training  in  the  skills  of  daily  living,  pro¬ 
vision  of  adaptive  aids  and  appliances,  low  vision 
services,  and  family  and  peer  counseling — or 
referrals  to  local  agencies  that  specialize  in  ser¬ 
vices  for  older  people,  such  as  senior  centers, 
home  care  agencies,  geriatric  medical  practices, 
and  assistive  living  facilities.  Service  providers 
delivering  assistance  in  this  service  category 
include  independent  living  programs,  which  are 
rehabilitation  programs  directed  specifically  at 
older  individuals  who  are  visually  impaired,  and 
State  Units  on  Aging  and  regional  Area  Agencies 
on  Aging,  which  can  help  individuals  locate  ser¬ 
vices  geared  to  older  people. 

Assessment 

Assessment  services  are  intended  to  determine  the 
individual's  needs,  including  evaluation  of  visual 
abilities,  development,  and  skills. 

Audiodescription/Videodescription 

Audiodescription  and  videodescription  services 
provide  descriptions  and  explanations  of  the 
visual  aspects  of  presentations  such  as  films,  tele¬ 
vision  programs,  or  plays  to  make  them  under¬ 
standable  to  individuals  who  are  blind  or  visually 
impaired.  This  category  also  includes  training  of 
guides,  describers,  docents,  or  anyone  who  pro¬ 
vides  or  is  interested  in  providing  this  kind  of  nar¬ 
ration. 

Braille/Audio/Large-Print 

Production 

Services  in  this  area  create  or  provide  materials  in 
braille,  audio,  or  large  print  on  the  request  of  agen¬ 
cies  or  individuals. 
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Consultation/Technical  Assistance 

Consultation  or  technical  assistance  services  pro¬ 
vide  advice,  assistance,  and  support  to  local  school 
systems,  teachers  of  visually  impaired  students, 
and  other  agencies  or  professionals  who  work 
with  people  who  are  blind  and  visually  impaired. 

Counseling/Social  Work/Seif-Help 

This  service  category  includes  clinical  evaluations, 
counseling,  referrals,  and  support  provided  by 
professionals,  such  as  psychologists  and  counse¬ 
lors,  to  visually  impaired  individuals  and  family 
members  who  may  need  them. 

Distance  Education 

Distance  education  refers  to  off-campus  programs 
for  students  who  are  working  toward  degrees  or 
certification  in  specializations  in  the  field  of  blind¬ 
ness  and  visual  impairment. 

Early  Intervention/Preschool 
Programs 

Early  intervention  and  preschool  programs  pro¬ 
vide  services  to  enhance  the  development  of 
infants  and  preschool-age  children,  usually  from 
birth  to  age  5,  who  are  blind  or  visually  impaired, 
and  to  assist  their  families.  These  services  include 
assessment  of  the  child's  condition  and  needs, 
developmental  enrichment,  and  coordination  of 
health,  social,  and  related  services. 

Education 

This  category  refers  to  services  related  to  the  edu¬ 
cation  of  blind  and  visually  impaired  children  and 
young  adults,  usually  from  birth  through  age  21, 
and  includes  agencies  that  provide  adapted 
instructional  materials  and  state  and  other  agen¬ 
cies  responsible  for  overseeing  educational  ser¬ 
vices  to  blind  and  visually  impaired  students. 

Employment/Job  Training 

Employment  and  job  training  services  include 
career  and  skill  counseling,  pre-vocational  evalua¬ 
tion,  career  preparation  training,  and  vocational 
placement. 

Health 

Health  services  encompass  general  medical  and 
related  services,  such  as  eye  evaluations,  treat¬ 


ment  of  eye  conditions,  genetic  counseling,  and 
other  assistance. 

Independent  Living/Rehabilitation 

Rehabilitation  services  include  those  generally 
provided  to  adults  and  directed  toward  improving 
the  individual's  opportunities  for  employment 
(vocational  rehabilitation).  However,  independent 
living  programs  provide  training  focusing  more 
specifically  on  daily  living  skills  for  people,  such 
as  elderly  individuals,  who  do  not  have  employ¬ 
ment  as  a  goal.  Rehabilitation  services  may 
include  medical,  psychiatric,  psychological,  and 
social  services;  assessment;  provision  of  assistive 
aids  and  devices;  physical  and  occupational 
therapy;  O&M  services  (teaching  individuals  who 
are  blind  or  visually  impaired  how  to  move  and 
travel  safely  and  independently);  rehabilitation 
teaching  in  daily  living  skills  such  as  personal  and 
household  management  and  communication 
methods;  and  computer  training  and  the  provision 
of  assistive  technology  (methods  of  accessing  the 
environment  and  printed  information  using  com¬ 
puters);  and  vocational  training  and  placement. 

Information  and  Referral 

This  category  includes  the  provision  of  general 
information  about  blindness  and  visual  impair¬ 
ment  and  referrals  to  sources  of  other  information 
and  services. 

Library  Services 

Library  services  give  blind  and  visually  impaired 
individuals  and  the  professionals  who  work  with 
them  access  to  organized,  often  formal,  collections 
of  materials  in  print  or  alternate  format. 

Literacy  Programs 

Literacy  programs  involve  instruction  and  train¬ 
ing  in  alternate  methods  of  reading,  such  as  the 
use  of  braille  and  optical  devices  and  promotion  of 
literacy  among  blind  and  visually  impaired  per¬ 
sons. 

Low  Vision  Services 

The  category  of  low  vision  services  encompasses 
evaluation  of  low  vision  (a  condition  in  which  an 
individual  is  severely  visually  impaired  but  is  able 
to  use  vision  at  least  some  of  the  time  for  everyday 
activities);  prescription  of  low  vision  devices,  such 
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as  magnifiers  or  telescopes;  and  training  in  adap¬ 
tive  techniques  to  make  optimal  use  of  vision. 

Newspaper  Reading 

Newspaper  reading  services  read  articles  from 
selected  newspapers  over  the  telephone  or  the 
radio  for  blind  and  visually  impaired  persons. 

Parent  Assistance 

Parent  assistance  services  include  consultation 
and  referrals  to  appropriate  agencies,  parent 
workshops,  in-home  visits,  and  other  support  ser¬ 
vices  for  parents  of  blind  and  visually  impaired 
children. 

Professional  Training 

This  category  includes  programs  such  as  work¬ 
shops,  seminars,  and  in-service  meetings  whose 
objective  is  to  train  personnel  who  work  with 
blind  and  visually  impaired  people. 

Recreation 

The  category  of  recreation  services  refers  to  leisure 
activities,  such  as  those  related  to  arts  and  crafts, 
sports,  music,  and  drama,  provided  for  blind  and 
visually  impaired  persons. 

COMPUTER  TRAINING 

This  index  lists  organizations  that  provide  com¬ 
puter  training  and  categorizes  them  according  to 
the  specific  areas  in  which  they  provide  training. 
(See  "A  Glossary  of  Common  Terms"  for  explana¬ 
tions  of  the  computer-related  systems  for  people 
who  are  blind  or  visually  impaired.)  Computer 
training  encompasses  the  following  areas: 

•  Closed-Circuit  Television  Systems 

•  Computer  Operating  Systems 

•  Database  Software 

•  Optical  Character  Recognition  Systems 

•  Screen  Magnification  Systems 

•  Speech  Output  Systems 

•  Training  for  Instructors 

•  Word  Processing 

PRODUCTS 

Companies  and  organizations  listed  in  this  index 
provide  a  wide  variety  of  products  and  devices 
adapted  to  assist  people  who  are  blind  or  visually 
impaired.  (These  organizations  are  listed  sepa¬ 


rately  in  Section  5.)  Mail  order  and  catalog  compa¬ 
nies  and  distributors  carry  the  widest  variety  of 
these  products,  while  other  companies  often  spe¬ 
cialize  in  only  one  or  two  areas.  Products  are  clas¬ 
sified  in  the  following  categories. 

Audible  and  Tactile  Signs  and 
Warning  Devices 

Products  that  give  information  about  the  physical 
environment  through  aural  or  tactile  means. 

Braille:  Products  and  Software 

Materials  for  producing  braille,  including  com¬ 
puter  programs  and  other  tactile  materials  that  aid 
literacy. 

Computer  Products 

Adaptive  computer  hardware  and  software  that 
allow  visually  impaired  people  to  gain  access  to 
information  through  computer  technology,  includ¬ 
ing  optical  character  recognition  systems,  screen 
magnification  systems,  speech  synthesizer,  and 
Windows-based  tutorials. 

Educational  Products 

Products  and  materials  that  help  students  who  are 
blind  or  visually  impaired  and  their  teachers  with 
their  schoolwork  and  educational  activities.  These 
can  include  ordinary  materials  with  tactile,  large- 
print,  scented,  or  "talking"  (i.e.,  synthetic  speech) 
features,  as  well  as  specialized  materials  for 
people  with  disabilities. 

Low  Vision  Devices 

Products  that  help  improve  visual  efficiency,  such 
as  magnifiers  and  other  optical  devices  and  non- 
optical  devices,  such  as  high-intensity  lamps. 

Medical  Products 

Products  and  devices  that  assist  blind  and  visually 
impaired  individuals  with  their  health-related 
needs. 

Products  for  Deaf-Blind/Multiply 
Disabled  Persons 

Products  specially  designed  for  deaf-blind  and 
other  multiply  disabled  individuals. 
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Products  for  Independent  Living 

Products  that  help  with  everyday  activities  such  as 
household  management,  personal  care,  and  com¬ 
munication,  often  because  they  have  tactile,  large- 
type,  or  "talking"  features. 

In  using  AFB's  Directory  of  Services,  readers 
should  keep  in  mind  that  no  directory  can  ever  be 
completely  up  to  date,  as  organizations  move, 
change  names,  or  cease  to  function  daily.  Many 
organizations  such  as  state  ophthalmological  soci¬ 
eties  and  other  membership  organizations  change 
their  addresses  and  telephone  numbers  annually, 
as  the  head  of  the  organization  or  president 
changes.  In  such  cases,  attempts  to  find  the  service 
can  be  made  by  following  a  forwarding  telephone 
number  or  address  at  the  old  listing;  contacting  a 
national  organization  affiliated  with  the  local  ser¬ 
vice;  or  checking  with  local  directory  assistance. 

For  current  information  on  organizations 
serving  people  who  are  blind  or  visually  impaired.

www.afb.org.  Various  sections  of  this  web  site  pro¬ 
vide  updated  information  on  the  organizations 
listed  in  this  Directory  as  well  as  more  in-depth 
information  about  visual  impairments,  existing 
services  and  products  that  assist  people  who  are 
blind  or  visually  impaired  and  their  families,  and 
legislation  or  government  activities  that  affect 
people  who  are  visually  impaired. 

In  compiling  the  descriptions  in  this  Direc¬ 
tory,  AFB  has  relied  on  information  supplied  by 
the  service  providers  themselves.  Because  of  the 
complexity  of  information  today  and  its  constantly 
shifting  nature,  AFB  welcomes  suggestions  for 
corrections,  deletions,  and  new  listings  for  the 
Directory.

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A  tremendous  variety  of  services  exists  that 
can  meet  the  needs  of  people  who  live  in  the 
United  States  or  Canada  and  are  blind  or  have 
some  degree  of  visual  impairment.  Largely  as  a 
result  of  the  way  in  which  they  have  developed 
and  are  funded,  however,  these  varied  programs 
are  not  organized  into  unified  national  systems. 
Services  are  for  the  most  part  driven  by  federal 
legislation  (in  the  United  States)  or  provincial  leg¬ 
islation  (in  Canada)  and  overseen  by  different  gov¬ 
ernment  agencies,  and  a  large  portion  of  services 
are  actually  provided  by  private  agencies.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  different  systems  provide  services  to  chil¬ 
dren,  adults,  and  older  persons,  and  coordination 
of  services  is  frequently  lacking. 

In  general,  the  population  of  people  with 
visual  impairments  is  so  diverse  and  their  needs 
so  varied  that  there  is  no  one  type  of  organization 
that  meets  all  their  needs.  Thus,  there  are  numer¬ 
ous  national,  state  or  provincial,  and  local  organi¬ 
zations  that  offer  assistance  to  people  who  are 
blind  or  visually  impaired,  but  there  is  no  one 
simple  pathway  to  find  all  the  services  an  indi¬ 
vidual  might  require.  The  AFB  Directory  of  Services 
for  Blind  and  Visually  Impaired  Persons  in  the  United 
States  and  Canada,  therefore,  attempts  to  capture 
the  breadth  of  existing  services  and  organize  them 
in  a  way  that  allows  people  to  identify  and  locate 
what  they  need. 

This  discussion  gives  a  brief  overview  of  how 
services  for  persons  with  visual  impairments  are 
structured  in  the  United  States  and  Canada.  For  a 
detailed  description  of  the  types  of  organizations 
and  services  covered  in  this  Directory,  as  well  as  an 
explanation  of  how  to  find  particular  organiza¬ 
tions  or  services,  see  "How  to  Use  This  Direc¬ 
tory."  For  more  information  about  the  legislation 


that  governs  services  for  people  who  are  blind  or 
visually  impaired,  see  "A  Summary  of  Major  Fed¬ 
eral  Programs." 

WHAT  ARE  BLINDNESS  AND 
VISUAL  IMPAIRMENT? 

There  are  many  different  definitions  of  the  terms 
blind  and  visually  impaired  that  are  used  for  differ¬ 
ent  purposes.  Essentially,  the  word  blind  refers  to 
the  absence  of  vision  or  to  the  ability  to  determine 
only  the  existence  (not  the  source)  of  light  (known 
as  light  perception.)  A  visual  impairment  is  any 
vision  problem  that  is  severe  enough  to  affect  an 
individual's  ability  to  carry  out  the  tasks  of  every¬ 
day  living.  In  a  broad  sense,  the  term  visual  impair¬ 
ment  usually  includes  blindness. 

People  are  said  to  have  low  vision  if  they  have 
a  severe  visual  impairment  even  after  the  best  pos¬ 
sible  correction  (with  eyeglasses,  contact  lenses,  or 
surgery)  but  still  have  some  usable  vision.  People 
with  low  vision  are  often  able  to  increase  their 
visual  functioning  through  instruction  from  pro¬ 
fessionals  from  the  field  of  blindness  and  visual 
impairment,  practice  in  visual  techniques,  and  the 
use  of  optical  devices  such  as  magnifiers  or  tele¬ 
scopes.  They  can  benefit  from  special  low  vision 
services  that  evaluate  their  vision,  prescribe  low 
vision  devices,  and  train  them  in  the  use  of  devices 
and  techniques  to  improve  visual  functioning. 

To  establish  blindness  for  legal  purposes, 
such  as  qualifying  for  government-funded  disabil¬ 
ity  or  adult  rehabilitation  services,  the  term  legal 
blindness  is  sometimes  used.  Legal  blindness  is  not 
the  same  as  total  blindness.  It  refers  to  a  visual  acu¬ 
ity  (the  clarity  of  vision)  that  has  been  measured  to 
be  20/200  or  less  in  the  better  eye  with  corrective 
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lenses  (eyeglasses  or  contact  lenses),  or  a  visual 
field  of  less  than  20  degrees.  (The  average  person 
has  a  visual  acuity  of  20/20  with  or  without  cor¬ 
rective  lenses  and  a  visual  field  of  120  to  160 
degrees.  An  acuity  of  20 / 200  means  that  the  indi¬ 
vidual  sees  at  a  distance  of  200  feet  what  the  aver¬ 
age  person  sees  at  20  feet.)  Definitions  of  legal 
blindness  are  based  on  clinical  and  not  functional 
measurements,  that  is,  they  do  not  consider  indi¬ 
viduals'  ability  to  use  their  vision. 

Organizations  that  serve  visually  impaired 
people  may  use  these  or  other  terms — such  as  visu¬ 
ally  handicapped  or  partially  sighted — in  their  name. 
Regardless  of  the  terms  they  use,  most  organiza¬ 
tions  serve  people  with  the  full  range  of  visual 
impairment  unless  particular  eligibility  require¬ 
ments  are  specified. 

PEOPLE  WHO  ARE  BLIND  OR 
VISUALLY  IMPAIRED 

The  population  of  individuals  who  have  a  visual 
impairment  or  are  blind  is  as  diverse  as  the  popu¬ 
lation  of  the  United  States  and  Canada.  Visually 
impaired  infants,  children,  youths,  and  working 
age  and  older  adults  live  in  remote  rural  areas, 
towns,  suburbs,  and  cities  and  represent  all 
nationalities,  ethnicities,  cultures,  and  religious 
beliefs.  In  addition,  each  person's  response  to 
blindness  or  a  severe  visual  impairment  is  unique, 
and  therefore  individual  needs  for  services  are 
extremely  varied  as  well. 

People  who  are  blind  or  visually  impaired 
can  live  productive  and  independent  lives.  With 
the  opportunity  to  learn  techniques  to  adapt  to 
visual  impairment  and  the  assistance  of  adaptive 
equipment  and  products,  they  go  to  school,  attend 
college,  participate  in  all  types  of  activities,  hold 
all  types  of  jobs,  raise  families,  and  enjoy  sports 
and  other  recreational  activities.  In  addition  to 
information  about  organizations  that  provide  vari¬ 
ous  services  and  instruction  in  adaptive  tech¬ 
niques,  this  Directory  also  provides  listings  of 
manufacturers  and  publishers  that  produce 
adapted  materials  and  products  that  visually 
impaired  people  can  use. 

Estimates  vary,  but  approximately  10  million 
people  who  are  blind  or  visually  impaired  live  in 
the  United  States,  and  about  half  of  them  are  eld¬ 


erly.  (The  population  of  visually  impaired  indi¬ 
viduals  in  Canada  is  estimated  to  be  smaller.) 
Indeed,  elderly  people  are  the  fastest  growing 
population  of  individuals  with  severe  visual 
impairments.  Many  individuals  who  are  blind  or 
have  low  vision  also  have  additional  disabilities 
and  will  therefore  require  services  from  specialists, 
agencies,  and  organizations  other  than  those 
addressing  visual  needs. 

WHERE  TO  BEGIN 

Given  the  diversity  of  agencies  and  organizations 
that  exist,  it  is  useful  to  begin  looking  for  informa¬ 
tion  about  blindness  and  visual  impairment  by 
consulting  national  organizations  in  the  field  of 
blindness — regardless  of  whether  one  is  looking 
for  services  for  an  individual  who  is  experiencing 
vision-related  difficulties,  professional  resources, 
or  general  facts  about  visual  impairment.  These 
organizations  are  knowledgeable  about  the  differ¬ 
ent  types  of  services  that  exist  and  how  to  find 
them.  They  also  can  provide  important  informa¬ 
tion  about  the  services  that  people  are  entitled  to 
by  law,  as  well  as  the  requirements  for  those  ser¬ 
vices.  Many  of  these  national  organizations  are 
listed  in  the  sections  devoted  to  "National  Organi¬ 
zations"  for  both  the  United  States  and  Canada 
(see  "How  to  Use  This  Directory"),  and  web  sites 
for  some  of  these  key  organizations  are  listed  in 
the  box  "A  Quick  Index  to  Internet  Assistance"  at 
the  end  of  this  section. 

It  is  also  important  to  have  an  understanding 
of  the  different  types  of  services  that  are  generally 
offered  to  people  with  visual  impairments,  the 
government  agencies  that  oversee  them,  and  the 
kinds  of  organizations  that  offer  them.  Services  are 
organized  differently  in  the  United  States  and 
Canada,  so  they  will  be  discussed  separately. 

SERVICES  IN  THE  UNITED 
STATES 

Government  Policy 

The  United  States  government  made  a  clear 
national  commitment  to  the  elimination  of  dis¬ 
crimination  against  people  with  disabilities  in 
1990  with  the  passage  of  the  landmark  Americans 
with  Disabilities  Act  (ADA)  (RL.  101-336).  The 
ADA  prohibits  discrimination  against  people  with 
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disabilities  in  virtually  every  segment  of  society, 
including  employment,  state  and  local  govern¬ 
ment  services,  transportation,  public  accommoda¬ 
tions,  and  telecommunications  services  for 
individuals  with  hearing  impairments  and  speech 
impairments.  In  addition  to  the  services  described 
in  the  following  sections,  the  existence  of  the  ADA 
influences  many  aspects  of  daily  life  for  people 
with  disabilities.  For  more  information  about  this 
and  other  federal  legislation,  see  "A  Summary  of 
Major  Federal  Programs." 

In  the  United  States,  each  state  or  territory 
has  several  "lead  agencies,"  government  agencies 
that  oversee  certain  services  related  to  aging,  early 
intervention,  education,  instructional  materials, 
and  rehabilitation,  and  these  are  identified  in  this 
Directory  at  the  beginning  of  the  section  for  each 
state  in  a  box  titled  "Key  State  Agencies  and 
Resources."  It  may  be  helpful  to  discuss  services 
by  breaking  them  down  into  two  major  categories, 
those  for  children  (which  includes  infants,  from 
birth  to  age  3;  toddlers  or  preschoolers,  ages  3  to  5; 
and  school-age  children  and  adolescents,  ages  5  to 
21),  and  those  for  adults.  In  addition,  however, 
some  services,  such  as  low  vision  services,  are 
required  by  both  groups  and  may  be  offered  in  a 
variety  of  systems. 

Services  for  Children 

A  variety  of  educational  services  for  children  and 
infants  who  are  blind  or  visually  impaired  are 
guaranteed  as  a  right  by  federal  legislation  in  the 
United  States,  in  particular  the  Individuals  with 
Disabilities  Education  Act  (IDEA),  P.L.  105-17  (see 
"A  Summary  of  Major  Federal  Programs").  This 
act  establishes  the  right  to  a  "free,  appropriate, 
public  education" — that  is,  an  education  appropri¬ 
ate  to  the  needs  of  the  individual  child — for  all 
children  from  birth  to  21,  regardless  of  disability. 

In  addition,  this  education  must  be  provided  in  the 
"least-restrictive  environment"  appropriate  for  the 
child — that  is,  to  the  extent  possible  in  the  same 
settings  as  children  who  do  not  have  disabilities 
— and  families  must  be  involved  in  the  planning 
and  implementation  of  services  for  their  children. 
Families  are  entitled  to  "due  process"  in  all  mat¬ 
ters  involving  their  disabled  children;  they  have 
the  right  to  appeal  any  decision  with  which  they 
disagree.  Some  education  services  are  also  pro¬ 


vided  under  Section  504  of  the  Rehabilitation  Act 
of  1973;  these  include  classroom  modifications 
such  as  the  provision  of  materials  in  large  print  or 
other  accessible  formats. 

Educational  services  are  overseen  by  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Education,  but  they  are  adminis¬ 
tered  at  the  state  level  and  vary  considerably  from 
state  to  state.  To  learn  about  the  services  that  are 
available  and  where  they  are,  start  with  the  State 
Department  of  Education,  Division  for  Special 
Education  (identified  at  the  beginning  of  each 
state's  listings  in  the  "Key  State  Agencies  and 
Resources"  box)  and  ask  for  the  State  Vision  Con¬ 
sultant  or  the  person  in  charge  of  services  for  chil¬ 
dren  who  are  blind  or  visually  impaired. 
Information  is  also  available  from  local  public 
school  districts,  multischool  districts  or  county 
special  education  consortia  (such  as  intermediate 
units  or  boards  of  cooperative  education  services), 
and  state  or  private  schools  for  children  who  are 
blind  or  visually  impaired.  At  the  same  time,  it  is 
important  to  also  consult  the  state  rehabilitation 
agency — either  a  State  Commission  for  the  Blind 
or  a  division  of  the  state  rehabilitation  agency  for 
blind  persons — for  information  and  referral. 

Early  Intervention  Services 

Children  who  are  born  blind  or  develop  severe 
visual  impairments  before  the  age  of  3  need  spe¬ 
cial  attention  to  their  early  development.  They 
need  to  learn  about  the  world  just  as  other  children 
do,  but  often  through  channels  other  than  or  in 
addition  to  vision.  Each  state  is  required  by  IDEA 
legislation  to  provide  early  intervention  services 
for  infants  from  birth  to  age  3  with  disabilities  or 
who  are  at  risk  of  developmental  delays.  The  ser¬ 
vices  provided  typically  include  assessment  of  the 
child's  condition  and  needs,  developmental 
enrichment,  coordination  of  health  and  social  ser¬ 
vices,  and  an  individualized  family  service  plan 
(IFSP)  for  both  the  child  and  the  family  outlining 
the  services  to  be  provided.  Services  to  infants  and 
toddlers  are  provided  mainly  in  the  home  by  itin¬ 
erant  (traveling)  professionals,  although  some  are 
offered  in  organizations  or  centers,  where  a  variety 
of  special  education  and  related  services  are  avail¬ 
able  in  the  same  place. 

The  supervising  agency  in  each  state  for  early 
intervention  services  is  identified  in  the  "Key 
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State  Agencies  and  Resources'7  box  at  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  each  state's  listings.  These  lead  agencies 
may  be  housed  in  state  departments  of  education, 
health,  human  services,  or  rehabilitation,  although 
some  are  in  agencies  outside  the  state  system. 
These  agencies  usually  provide  referrals  to  local 
programs.  The  local  school  district  may  be  an 
additional  direct  source  of  information.  It  is  also 
important  to  contact  agencies  and  organizations 
for  people  who  are  blind  or  visually  impaired 
(either  national  or  local)  and  special  schools  for 
blind  students,  which  may  have  more  information 
about  early  intervention,  nursery,  and  preschool 
programs  that  have  specific  experience  with  chil¬ 
dren  who  are  blind  or  visually  impaired. 

Many  blind  and  visually  impaired  toddlers 
and  children  ages  3  to  5  attend  regular  day  care, 
nursery,  and  preschool  programs  and  receive  spe¬ 
cialized  services  from  visiting,  or  itinerant,  profes¬ 
sionals  such  as  an  early  childhood  specialist  and  a 
certified  teacher  of  children  who  are  visually 
impaired.  There  are  also  preschool  and  early  child¬ 
hood  programs  that  specialize  in  blindness  and 
visual  impairment.  At  this  age,  children  usually, 
although  not  always,  make  the  transition  to  educa¬ 
tional  services. 

Agencies  that  provide  services  for  young 
children  who  are  blind  or  visually  impaired  also 
provide  assistance  to  the  families.  For  example, 
they  may  have  counseling  or  support  groups  and 
social  work  services  in  addition  to  providing  infor¬ 
mation  about  adapted  communication  techniques 
and  developmental  stimulation. 

Educational  Services 

As  noted  earlier,  to  obtain  information  about  edu¬ 
cational  services  for  children  of  preschool  and 
school  age,  families  can  begin  by  contacting  the 
office  of  the  state's  Department  of  Education  that 
oversees  education  for  children  with  disabilities, 
as  well  as  the  state  rehabilitation  agency  for  blind 
persons,  both  of  which  are  identified  in  the  "Key 
State  Agencies  and  Resources"  box  at  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  each  state  listing.  In  addition,  the  agencies 
providing  the  services  at  the  local  level,  including 
public  school  districts,  multischool  districts,  and 
state  or  private  schools  for  children  who  are  blind, 
are  important  sources  of  information. 


The  vast  majority  of  students  who  are  blind 
or  visually  impaired  in  the  United  States  and 
Canada  attend  their  local  community  public 
schools.  Most  attend  regular  classes  and  receive 
separate  instruction  from  a  teacher  certified  in  the 
education  of  children  who  are  blind  or  visually 
impaired  in  the  additional  skills  unique  to  blind¬ 
ness  or  visual  impairment  that  they  need  to  learn. 
These  skills  may  include  reading  and  writing  in 
braille,  travel  skills  (known  as  orientation  and 
mobility  techniques,  or  O&M),  and  optimal  use  of 
low  vision.  They  may  be  taught  by  an  itinerant 
teacher  who  travels  to  different  students  at  differ¬ 
ent  schools  within  the  school  district  or  neighbor¬ 
ing  districts,  or  a  teacher  of  visually  impaired 
children  may  be  assigned  to  a  resource  room  at  the 
child's  school  where  he  or  she  meets  with  several 
students  who  are  visually  impaired  during  differ¬ 
ent  periods  of  the  day. 

Some  children  may  attend  a  special  school  for 
children  who  are  blind  or  visually  impaired,  either 
as  day  students  or  residential  students.  Some  pro¬ 
grams  are  geared  toward  students  with  single  or 
mild  multiple  disabilities  and  emphasize  aca¬ 
demic  programs  and  an  expanded  curriculum. 
Others  may  focus  on  functional  lifelong  learning 
programs  for  children  with  severe  multiple  dis¬ 
abilities,  while  still  others  provide  a  full  spectrum 
of  educational  opportunities.  It  is  important  for  a 
family  to  make  inquiries  about  the  full  continuum 
of  educational  services,  all  the  possible  educa¬ 
tional  settings,  and  what  types  of  services  are 
offered  and  which  children  are  served  at  each  site 
before  deciding  on  what  is  best  for  their  child. 

In  addition  to  the  legal  requirements  of  IDEA 
already  noted,  this  legislation  requires  that  an 
Individualized  Education  Program  (IEP)  be  writ¬ 
ten  for  all  students  with  disabilities  in  the  educa¬ 
tional  system.  This  plan  is  developed  by  an 
educational  team,  including  teachers,  special  edu¬ 
cators,  a  teacher  of  students  who  are  visually 
impaired,  an  O&M  specialist  and  other  profession¬ 
als  as  appropriate,  family  members,  and  the  stu¬ 
dent  him-  or  herself,  if  appropriate.  This  team 
assesses  the  student's  abilities,  strengths,  and 
needs;  determines  the  most  appropriate  educa¬ 
tional  placement;  sets  educational  goals  and  objec¬ 
tives;  and  specifies  the  special  educational  and 
related  services  that  the  student  will  receive. 
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Among  the  services  to  be  included  in  the  IEP 
are  supplementary  aids  and  services  that  enable 
the  student  to  make  the  best  use  of  his  or  her  edu¬ 
cation.  For  example,  a  student  may  need  to  have 
books  transcribed  into  braille,  or  a  student  with 
low  vision  may  need  a  low  vision  device  such  as  a 
magnifier  or  a  closed-circuit  television  (CCTV)  to 
complete  his  or  her  schoolwork.  Generally  speak¬ 
ing,  the  teacher  of  visually  impaired  students  will 
make  arrangements  for  these  services  and  alert  the 
family  to  what  is  needed.  However,  the  Directory 
also  includes  resources  for  obtaining  materials  or 
services  that  the  family  might  need — such  as 
books  in  formats  other  than  print  (in  braille  or 
large-print  or  on  audiotape),  low  vision  services 
and  devices,  special  library  services,  and  so  forth. 

Transition  Services 

IDEA  requires  that,  beginning  at  age  14,  students 
receive  so-called  transition  services  to  prepare 
them  for  life  after  high  school.  The  student's  IEP 
will  incorporate  goals  and  activities  to  begin  pre¬ 
paring  the  student  for  this  transition  and  the  ser¬ 
vices  that  will  be  needed,  including  preparation 
for  independent  living,  enrollment  in  a  vocational 
program  or  college,  career  and  vocational  plan¬ 
ning,  and  the  like.  Links  also  need  to  be  made  to 
services  that  students  may  be  eligible  for  after 
school  and  as  adults.  For  example,  rehabilitation 
services,  such  as  vocational  rehabilitation 
(described  in  the  next  section),  may  provide  finan¬ 
cial  and  other  assistance  while  a  young  person 
attends  college  or  trade  school,  looks  for  work, 
and  gets  established  in  a  new  job. 

Services  for  Adults 

Rehabilitation  Services 

Rehabilitation  services  are  generally  provided  to 
adults  who  have  recently  lost  their  vision  and  are 
adjusting  to  blindness  and  to  young  adults  who 
are  making  the  transition  from  school  to  adult¬ 
hood.  For  the  most  part,  rehabilitation  services  are 
ultimately  directed  toward  improving  the  indi¬ 
vidual's  opportunities  for  employment  (voca¬ 
tional  rehabilitation).  In  addition,  independent 
living  programs  provide  training  in  daily  living 
skills  for  people,  such  as  elderly  individuals,  who 
do  not  have  employment  as  a  goal. 


In  the  United  States,  the  authority  for  training 
and  finding  employment  for  people  with  mental, 
physical,  and  sensory  disabilities  is  provided  by 
the  Rehabilitation  Act  of  1973  (see  "A  Summary  of 
Major  Federal  Programs").  Rehabilitation  services 
for  people  with  disabilities  are  provided  jointly  by 
the  federal  and  state  governments,  so  that  services 
vary  from  state  to  state.  In  many  states,  services  for 
individuals  who  are  blind  or  visually  impaired  are 
offered  through  a  separate  state  vocational  reha¬ 
bilitation  agency  for  blind  persons — such  as  a 
Division  of  Vocational  Services  for  the  Blind  and 
Visually  Impaired  or  a  State  Commission  for  the 
Blind  and  Visually  Impaired. 

Rehabilitation  services  may  include  medical, 
psychiatric,  psychological,  and  social  services; 
assessment;  provision  of  assistive  aids  and 
devices;  physical  and  occupational  therapy;  O&M 
services  (teaching  individuals  who  are  blind  or 
visually  impaired  how  to  move  and  travel  safely 
and  independently);  rehabilitation  teaching  in 
daily  living  skills  such  as  personal  and  household 
management  and  communication  methods;  com¬ 
puter  training  and  the  provision  of  assistive  tech¬ 
nology  (methods  of  accessing  the  environment 
and  printed  information  using  computers);  health 
and  low  vision  services;  and  vocational  training 
and  placement.  Keep  in  mind  that  individuals 
have  to  meet  eligibility  requirements  to  qualify  for 
state  rehabilitation  services — for  example,  they 
may  need  to  be  legally  blind  to  receive  vision  reha¬ 
bilitation. 

Rehabilitation  agencies  may  provide  services 
in  residential  facilities,  schools  or  centers,  or  cli¬ 
ents'  homes.  In  addition,  assisted  living  facilities 
provide  independent  living  arrangements  for 
blind  or  visually  impaired  individuals  who  are 
able  to  live  on  their  own  if  certain  services  are 
available  on  the  premises;  and  sheltered  work¬ 
shops  employ  individuals  who  are  capable  of 
working  in  a  protected  environment.  These  agen¬ 
cies  may  be  nonprofit,  state,  or  federal,  such  as  the 
U.S.  Department  of  Veterans  Affairs  Blind  Reha¬ 
bilitation  Centers  and  Clinics. 

A  good  place  to  start  looking  for  rehabilita¬ 
tion  services  is  the  state's  rehabilitation  agency  or 
its  special  rehabilitation  agency  for  people  who  are 
blind  or  visually  impaired.  These  are  identified  in 
the  "Key  State  Agencies  and  Resources"  box  at 
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the  beginning  of  each  state  listing.  The  state  reha¬ 
bilitation  agency  provides  the  services  it  identifies 
as  necessary  for  an  individual,  either  directly  or  by 
contract  with  other  agencies  and  service  provid¬ 
ers.  There  is  generally  a  network  of  local  offices  to 
contact  for  assistance. 

In  addition  to  state-sponsored  services,  there 
are  hundreds  of  private  agencies  for  blind  people 
in  the  United  States.  These  agencies  are  listed 
alphabetically  according  to  state  in  the  Directory, 
along  with  the  services  they  provide.  Services  spe¬ 
cifically  directed  to  the  needs  of  individuals  with 
visual  impairments  may  vary  significantly  among 
agencies.  Many  special  schools  and  agencies  also 
offer  computer  workshops  and  training  programs, 
and  many  agencies  also  facilitate  support  group 
meetings  and  activities. 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Veterans  Affairs  (VA) 
also  provides  eye  health  care  services  and  rehabili¬ 
tation  training  services  to  qualified  veterans  (see 
listings  for  "Federal  Agencies"  in  the  U.S. 
"National  Listings").  Each  state  has  at  least  one 
Visual  Impairment  Service  Team  (VIST),  and  there 
are  rehabilitation  centers  specifically  for  veterans 
who  are  blind  or  visually  impaired  in  Alabama, 
Arizona,  California,  Connecticut,  Florida,  Georgia, 
Illinois,  Puerto  Rico,  Texas,  and  Washington  (see 
individual  states  for  listings). 

Aging  Services 

As  mentioned  earlier,  about  half  of  the  population 
of  people  who  are  blind  or  visually  impaired  are 
elderly,  and  their  numbers  increase  every  year.  For 
several  reasons,  the  services  needed  by  adults  in 
this  age  group  tend  to  differ  from  those  provided 
to  other  individuals  who  are  blind  or  visually 
impaired.  Many  elderly  people  begin  to  lose  vision 
for  the  first  time  as  they  age  as  a  result  of  eye  con¬ 
ditions  that  are  most  common  in  older  persons, 
such  as  glaucoma,  macular  degeneration,  diabetic 
retinopathy,  and  cataracts  (see  "A  Glossary  of 
Common  Terms").  At  the  same  time  that  they 
need  to  adjust  to  vision  loss,  elderly  people  are 
often  coping  with  other  physical  and  psychologi¬ 
cal  changes  that  occur  during  the  later  years  of  life. 
However,  vision  rehabilitation  services  are  not 
generally  well  integrated  with  other  services  pro¬ 
vided  for  older  people,  so  the  Directory  provides 
contact  information  for  general  aging  services  as 


well.  Each  state's  lead  agency  for  aging  services  is 
listed  at  the  beginning  of  the  state  listing  under 
"Key  State  Agencies  and  Resources."  These  State 
Units  on  Aging  were  created  by  the  1965  Older 
Americans  Act  to  coordinate  services  for  older 
people  in  each  state,  although  they  go  by  a  variety 
of  designations,  including  Department,  Division, 
or  Commission  on  Aging.  The  State  Unit  can  refer 
callers  to  the  nearest  Area  Agency  on  Aging, 
regional  agencies  that  can  connect  them  with  spe¬ 
cific  services  in  their  local  area. 

Vision  rehabilitation  services  for  older  people 
who  are  not  intending  to  reenter  the  work  force  are 
also  provided  by  the  state  rehabilitation  agency  in 
most  cases,  but  under  a  separate  program,  known 
as  Independent  Living  Services  for  Older  Indi¬ 
viduals  Who  Are  Blind.  Directed  specifically  at 
people  who  are  over  age  55,  the  Independent  Liv¬ 
ing  Program  is  mandated  by  Title  VII,  Chapter  2, 
of  the  Rehabilitation  Act.  This  program  provides 
services  similar  to  those  in  more  traditional  reha¬ 
bilitation  programs,  but  focuses  on  training  for 
living  independently,  not  on  job  skills.  Services 
include  training  in  daily  living  skills,  O&M,  low 
vision  services,  provision  of  adaptive  devices, 
counseling,  and  efforts  to  keep  the  individual  inte¬ 
grated  in  the  community.  The  lead  agency  for  the 
Independent  Living  Program  in  each  state  is  also 
listed  in  the  "Key  State  Agencies  and  Resources" 
box.  In  addition  to  the  state  vocational  rehabilita¬ 
tion  system,  however,  it  is  important  to  contact 
national  vision  organizations  and  other  local  reha¬ 
bilitation  agencies  for  information  about  the  full 
range  of  services  for  older  people  who  are  experi¬ 
encing  vision  loss. 

Other  Services 

Low  Vision  Services 

As  noted  earlier,  individuals  are  said  to  have  low 
vision  when  they  are  severely  visually  impaired, 
even  with  conventional  eyeglasses  or  contact 
lenses,  but  are  able  to  use  vision  at  least  some  of 
the  time  for  some  everyday  activities.  Low  vision 
services  assist  these  individuals,  regardless  of  age, 
to  make  the  best  use  of  their  vision,  with  or  with¬ 
out  the  assistance  of  special  optical  devices.  These 
services  include  a  low  vision  evaluation — a  spe¬ 
cialized  examination  to  assess  the  abilities  and 
needs  of  an  individual  with  low  vision;  prescrip- 
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tion  of  low  vision  devices,  such  as  magnifiers  or 
telescopes,  and  training  in  their  use;  and  training 
in  adaptive  techniques  to  make  optimal  use  of 
vision. 

Ophthalmologists  and  optometrists  typically 
do  not  provide  low  vision  services  unless  they  are 
specially  trained  in  that  area  and  may  not  always 
refer  patients  with  low  vision  for  low  vision  ser¬ 
vices.  It  is  crucial,  therefore,  that  individuals  who 
may  have  low  vision,  their  families,  and  their  ser¬ 
vice  providers  be  aware  of  such  services  and  be 
assertive  in  finding  out  where  to  obtain  them. 

Low  vision  services  may  be  located  in  agen¬ 
cies  of  and  for  blind  or  visually  impaired  people 
hospitals,  VA  facilities,  private  rehabilitation  agen¬ 
cies,  university  settings,  and  private  ophthalmo- 
logical  and  optometric  clinics  or  practices.  In 
addition  to  the  listings  of  low  vision  services  in 
this  Directory,  referrals  may  be  obtained  from 
national  blindness  organizations,  state  rehabilita¬ 
tion  services,  agencies  or  professionals  that  pro¬ 
vide  other  visual  impairment  services,  state  or 
national  ophthalmological  and  optometric  asso¬ 
ciations,  and  nearby  universities  that  train  profes¬ 
sionals  in  the  field  of  blindness  and  visual 
impairment. 

Additional  Services  and  Products 

There  are  many  other  forms  of  assistance,  as  well 
as  products  and  services,  that  people  who  are 
blind  or  visually  impaired  may  wish  to  make  use 
of  on  their  own.  Although  they  are  likely  to  receive 
information  about  these  services  through  the  edu¬ 
cational  or  rehabilitative  systems,  the  following 
list  summarizes  the  range  of  services  available: 

•  dog  guide  schools  that  train  people  who 
are  blind  or  visually  impaired  to  use  a  dog 
guide  for  independent  travel 

•  libraries  that  provide  special  services  for 
disabled  readers,  including  the  U.S. 

Library  of  Congress  National  Library  Ser¬ 
vice  libraries  (local  libraries  may  also  pro¬ 
vide  books  in  large-print  and  audio 
formats) 

•  radio  reading  services  that  provide  special 
broadcasts  of  news  and  information 

•  alternate  media  providers  that  make  books 
and  other  printed  matter  available  in  forms 
that  are  accessible  to  visually  impaired 


people,  such  as  braille,  large  print,  and 
audiotape,  as  well  as  audio-  or  video- 
described  versions  of  television  shows, 
films,  and  other  performances 

•  computer  training  in  assistive  technology 
that  allows  people  who  cannot  read  print 
to  access  information  electronically 

•  recreational  opportunities 

•  products  that  are  specially  adapted  for  use 
by  people  who  are  blind  or  visually 
impaired 

These  products  and  services  are  further  described 
in  "How  to  Use  This  Directory,"  and  sources  of 
these  products  and  services  are  listed  in  this  Direc¬ 
tory. 

SERVICES  IN  CANADA 

As  in  the  United  States,  the  Canadian  government 
has  expressed  a  strong  commitment  to  the  rights 
of  its  citizens  who  have  disabilities.  The  Charter  of 
Rights  and  Freedoms  contained  within  the  Cana¬ 
dian  constitution  guarantees  people  with  disabili¬ 
ties  equality  and  equal  protection  under  law,  and 
the  Canadian  Human  Rights  Act  prohibits  dis¬ 
crimination  based  on  disability.  The  Employment 
Equity  Act  was  passed  in  1986,  and  the  Omnibus 
Bill  of  1992  guarantees  a  large  number  of  specific 
rights  (see  "A  Summary  of  Major  Federal  Pro¬ 
grams").  As  in  the  United  States,  government 
directives  are  administered  by  different  depart¬ 
ments,  such  as  Transport  Canada,  the  National 
Library,  Public  Works  and  Government  Services, 
Veterans  Affairs,  and  so  forth.  (See  the  listings  of 
"Federal  Agencies"  in  the  Canadian  "National 
Listings"  for  more  information.) 

Although  there  is  a  range  of  disability  pro¬ 
grams  at  the  federal  level,  services  to  people  who 
are  blind  or  visually  impaired  in  Canada  are  usu¬ 
ally  provided  either  by  provincial  governments  or 
private  agencies.  By  and  large,  the  categories  of  ser¬ 
vices  offered  are  similar  to  those  described  for  the 
United  States  (e.g.,  education  or  rehabilitation) 
although  the  structure  is  different. 

Education  for  children  with  disabilities  is 
under  the  direction  of  the  provincial  department 
or  ministry  of  education,  which  is  identified  in  the 
Directory  listings  for  each  province  or  territory. 
Educational  services  are  usually  provided  by  the

local  school  board.  For  rehabilitation  and  other 
non-educational  services,  the  provincial  depart¬ 
ment  that  is  responsible  for  services  to  people  with 
disabilities  is  identified  in  the  Directory.  This 
agency  may  be  a  department  of  social  services, 
community,  or  family  services  or  a  health  depart¬ 
ment 

The  Canadian  National  Institute  for  the  Blind 
(CNIB)  is  the  country's  largest  private  national 
organization  and  has  a  network  of  Divisions  and 
District  Offices  throughout  Canada  (see  listings  for 
"National  Organizations"  and  individual  prov¬ 
inces  in  Canada).  It  serves  as  an  information 
resource  as  well  as  a  direct  service  provider,  and 
thus  is  a  good  place  to  begin  gathering  informa¬ 


tion  on  any  type  of  service.  CNIB  focuses  on  seven 
core  services:  counseling  and  referral,  rehabilita¬ 
tion  teaching,  library,  O&M  training,  sight 
enhancement  (vision  rehabilitation),  technical 
aids,  and  career  development  and  employment. 

This  summary  can  provide  only  a  brief  over¬ 
view  of  the  complex  array  of  services,  information, 
products,  and  assistance  available  to  people  who 
are  blind  or  visually  impaired.  Moreover,  legisla¬ 
tion  and  interpretations  of  laws  and  regulations 
are  always  subject  to  change.  For  this  reason,  read¬ 
ers  are  urged  to  contact  the  American  Foundation 
for  the  Blind  and  other  national  blindness  organi¬ 
zations  for  the  most  up-to-date  information  about 
the  field  of  blindness  and  services  for  people  who 
are  visually  impaired.

activities,  such  as  eating  and  grooming,  that  an 
individual  must  be  able  to  perform  in  order  to  live 
independently. 

adapted  materials  or  devices  Products  that  have 
been  modified  in  some  manner  to  assist  people 
who  are  blind  or  visually  impaired  in  their  use, 
such  as  large-print  textbooks  or  talking  calcula¬ 
tors. 

adaptive  technique  A  technique  or  method  that 
helps  a  visually  impaired  individual  perform  vari¬ 
ous  activities,  like  writing  or  counting  money. 

adaptive  technology  See  Assistive  technology 

ADL  See  Activities  of  daily  living 

alternate  media  Formats  other  than  regular 
print  for  the  presentation  of  information  that  can 
be  used  by  people  who  are  blind  or  visually 
impaired,  such  as  braille,  large  print,  or  audio 
recording. 

Area  Agency  on  Aging  A  regional  agency  estab¬ 
lished  by  the  Older  Americans  Act  of  1965  to  coor¬ 
dinate  services  to  older  individuals  in  a  particular 
area. 

assisted  living  facilities  Independent  living 
arrangements  that  provide  certain  services  on  the 
premises  so  that  older  people  or  individuals  with 
disabilities  are  able  to  live  on  their  own. 

assistive  technology  Computer  hardware  and 
software  and  other  equipment  and  methods  used 
to  make  the  environment  and  printed  information 
accessible  to  people  with  visual  impairments. 


audiodescription  Description  and  explanation 
of  visual  events  in  a  performance — such  as  a  film, 
television  program,  or  play — to  present  them  to 
individuals  who  are  blind  or  visually  impaired. 

See  also  Videodescription 

audiobook  A  book  read  aloud  and  recorded  on 
cassette  or  other  format.  See  also  Talking  Book 

audiology  The  profession  dealing  with  hearing 
impairment. 

blindness  A  severe  visual  impairment  in  which 
an  individual  has  no  vision  at  all  or  can  only  per¬ 
ceive  light;  lack  of  functional  vision. 

braille  A  tactile  system  for  reading  and  writing, 
based  on  a  cell-like  structure  made  up  of  six  raised 
dots  used  in  various  arrangements  to  represent 
printed  letters. 

braille  access  system  Flardware  or  software  that 
uses  braille  for  input  and/ or  output,  such  as  a 
computer  keyboard  with  braille  as  well  as  print 
letters  on  its  keys. 

case  management  A  process  aimed  at  coordinat¬ 
ing  services  for  an  individual  and  overseeing  his 
or  her  progress  in  those  services. 

CCTV  See  Closed-circuit  television 

center-based  services  Services  provided  at  an 
agency,  rather  than  in  an  individual's  home  or 
community. 

Child  Find  A  process  mandated  by  federal  legis¬ 
lation  (see  Individuals  with  Disabilities  Education 
Act)  to  identify  children  with  disabilities  or  at  risk 
of  developmental  delays  and  provide  them  with 
early  assistance  and  services. 

closed-circuit  television  (CCTV)  A  device,  used 
primarily  as  a  reading  aid  for  visually  impaired 
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persons,  that  electronically  magnifies  printed 
materials  and  projects  the  enlarged  image  on  a 
video  monitor. 

daily  living  skills  Abilities  (such  as  methods  for 
personal  grooming,  household  management,  and 
communication)  that  individuals  need  to  be  able 
to  perform  tasks  for  living  independently;  the  rou¬ 
tine  activities  necessary  to  live  independently. 

Also  known  as  activities  of  daily  living  (ADL). 

deaf-blindness  Losses  of  both  hearing  and 
vision,  in  varying  degrees,  severe  enough  to  inter¬ 
fere  with  everyday  functioning. 

developmental  delay  Delay  of  an  individual 
(especially  an  infant  or  toddler)  in  progressing 
toward  or  achieving  the  typical  milestones  or  rates 
of  growth  in  one  or  more  of  the  areas  of  cognitive, 
physical,  social,  and  emotional  development,  so 
that  he  or  she  functions  at  a  level  below  his  or  her 
chronological  age. 

direct  service  Services  provided  by  a  profes¬ 
sional  directly  to  an  individual,  as  opposed  to  the 
provision  of  information  and  referral  of  the  indi¬ 
vidual  elsewhere  for  services  or  assistance. 

dog  guide  A  dog  trained  to  assist  its  owner  to 
travel  safely. 

early  intervention  Services  provided  to  an 
infant  and  his  or  her  family  to  enhance  the  infant's 
development,  including  assessment  of  the  child's 
condition  and  needs,  developmental  enrichment, 
and  coordination  of  health  and  social  services. 
Under  federal  legislation  ( see  Individuals  with 
Disabilities  Education  Act),  states  are  mandated  to 
provide  free  early  childhood  services  for  children 
from  birth  to  age  3  who  have  a  disability  or  are  at 
risk  of  developmental  delay  and  their  families. 

electronic  travel  aid  See  Mobility  aid,  electronic 

emboss  To  print  material  to  produce  it  in  raised 
form;  specifically,  to  print  in  braille. 

functional  vision  A  degree  of  vision  sufficient  to 
be  of  use  in  performing  a  given  task,  such  as  read¬ 
ing  or  sewing. 

functional  vision  assessment  An  assessment  of 
an  individual's  usable  vision  done  by  observing 
the  person  perform  a  variety  of  tasks  in  various 
environments,  separate  from  a  clinical  eye  exami¬ 
nation. 


gesticulation  Nonverbal  communication  skills; 
making  gestures  that  mimic  the  ordinary  gestures 
of  others  and  using  gestures  to  help  express  the 
meaning  of  verbal  or  sign  language. 

home-based  services  Services  provided  in  an 
individual's  home,  rather  than  in  an  agency  or  the 
community. 

IDEA  See  Individuals  with  Disabilities  Educa¬ 
tion  Act 

IEP  See  Individualized  education  program 

IFSP  See  Individual  family  service  plan 

inclusion  The  practice  of  educating  students 
with  disabilities  in  regular  education  classrooms 
with  their  nondisabled  peers. 

Independent  Living  Program  A  program 
administered  by  the  U.S.  Rehabilitation  Services 
Administration  that  offers  rehabilitation  services 
( see  Rehabilitation)  to  eligible  clients  who  are  not 
candidates  for  specific  services  that  help  people 
find  and  maintain  a  job,  such  as  some  persons  who 
have  multiple  disabilities  or  elderly  persons  who 
are  visually  impaired. 

independent  living  services  Training  in  skills 
used  in  everyday  life  with  the  goal  of  helping  an 
individual  to  live  on  his  or  her  own. 

individualized  education  program  (IEP)  A  writ¬ 
ten  plan  of  instruction  required  by  federal  legisla¬ 
tion  ( see  Individuals  with  Disabilities  Education 
Act),  outlining  what  a  child  with  disabilities  needs 
to  be  taught  and  what  services  need  to  be  pro¬ 
vided,  which  is  completed  every  year  by  an  educa¬ 
tional  team. 

individual  family  service  plan  (IFSP)  A  plan 
required  by  federal  legislation  ( see  Individuals 
with  Disabilities  Education  Act)  to  coordinate 
early  intervention  services  for  an  infant  or  toddler 
with  a  disability. 

Individuals  with  Disabilities  Education  Act 
(IDEA),  P.L.  105-17  Federal  legislation  that  man¬ 
dates  a  free,  appropriate  public  education  in  the 
least  restrictive  environment  possible  for  all  eli¬ 
gible  children  with  disabilities  in  the  United 
States. 

in-service  training  Training,  usually  in  the  form 
of  classes  or  workshops,  given  to  workers  as  part 
of  their  employment. 
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instructional  materials  center  ( also  instructional 
resource  center)  An  agency  that  provides 
adapted  materials,  such  as  braille  textbooks,  large- 
print  books,  and  texts  on  tape,  for  visually 
impaired  students  in  a  state. 

itinerant  teacher  A  teacher  who  moves  from 
school  to  school,  usually  on  a  daily  basis,  to  pro¬ 
vide  specialized  instruction  and  support  to  stu¬ 
dents  with  special  needs  who  are  in  regular 
schools  in  their  communities. 

Kurzweil  reading  machine  A  computer-based 
device  that  scans  printed  text  and  simulates, 
through  synthetic  speech,  a  human  voice  reading 
it  aloud. 

large  print  ( also  large  type)  Print  that  is  larger 
(usually  14  to  18  points)  than  that  commonly 
found  in  magazines,  newspapers,  and  books  (6  to 
12  points). 

learning  disability  A  disorder  that  interferes 
with  the  ability  to  understand  or  use  spoken  or 
written  language  and  may  hinder  learning 
because  of  an  imperfect  ability  to  listen,  think, 
speak,  read,  write,  spell,  or  do  mathematical  calcu¬ 
lations. 

legal  blindness  A  definition  of  blindness  that  is 
frequently  used  to  determine  a  visually  impaired 
individual's  eligibility  for  governmental  or  vari¬ 
ous  other  services;  a  visual  acuity  of  20/200  or  less 
in  the  better  eye  with  corrective  lenses  or  a  visual 
field  (peripheral  vision)  of  less  than  20  degrees. 

listening  skills  The  ability  to  absorb  informa¬ 
tion  aurally,  especially  as  developed  by  special 
training. 

low  vision  A  condition  in  which  an  individual  is 
severely  visually  impaired  but  is  able  to  use  vision 
at  least  some  of  the  time  for  some  everyday  activi¬ 
ties,  often  including  reading  print. 

low  vision  devices  ( also  low  vision  aids)  Various 
optical  and  nonoptical  devices,  such  as  magnifiers 
or  telescopes,  used  to  improve  the  ability  of  per¬ 
sons  with  visual  impairments  to  use  their  vision. 

low  vision  evaluation  or  examination  A  special¬ 
ized  clinical  examination  to  assess  the  visual  abili¬ 
ties  and  needs  of  an  individual  with  low  vision. 


low  vision  specialist  An  ophthalmologist  or 
optometrist  who  is  specially  trained  in  examining 
individuals  with  low  vision  and  prescribing  low 
vision  devices. 

magnifier  A  low  vision  device  used  for  short¬ 
term  near-vision  tasks  that  can  increase  the  size  of 
a  visual  image  on  the  retina. 

mainstreaming  The  practice  of  placing  students 
with  disabilities  in  regular  education  classrooms 
for  part  or  all  of  the  school  day. 

mobility  aid,  electronic  ( also  electronic  travel 
aid)  A  device  that  gives  off  audible  signals  when 
objects  are  nearby  in  the  environment,  for  use  by 
individuals  with  visual  impairments  to  move 
about  or  travel  safely. 

multiply  disabled  Having  more  than  one  dis¬ 
ability. 

National  Library  Service  for  the  Blind  and  Physi¬ 
cally  Handicapped  A  part  of  the  U.S.  Library  of 
Congress  that  loans  free  reading  materials  on  tape, 
on  disk,  or  in  braille  through  a  network  of  libraries 
throughout  the  country  to  individuals  who  are 
unable  to  read  regular  print  books  because  of  a 
visual  or  physical  disability. 

N emeth  code  A  braille  code  system  used  in  sci¬ 
ence  and  mathematics. 

nonoptical  devices  or  aids  Low  vision  devices 
that  do  not  involve  optics,  such  as  high-intensity 
lamps  or  bold-lined  paper. 

occupational  therapist  A  professional  who  uses 
specific  activities  to  improve  an  individual's 
physical,  social,  psychological,  or  intellectual 
development,  focusing  on  the  development  of  fine 
motor  skills  and  perceptual  abilities. 

OCR  See  Optical  character  recognition 

ophthalmologist  A  physician  who  specializes  in 
diseases  and  surgery  of  the  eye. 

Optacon  A  reading  device  for  persons  with  dis¬ 
abilities  that  converts  regular  print  and  visual 
images  into  an  enlarged  vibrating  tactile  image 
that  can  be  read  with  the  fingers;  no  longer  pro¬ 
duced. 

optical  character  recognition  system  (OCR)  A 

system  that  scans  printed  text  and  converts  it  into 
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an  electronic  format  that  can  be  stored  in  a  com¬ 
puter  text  file  and  then  further  converted  into 
forms  such  as  speech  or  braille. 

optician  A  professional  who  prescribes  and 
grinds  corrective  lenses  and  optical  instruments. 

optometrist  A  nonmedical  professional  trained 
to  evaluate  and  measure  vision  problems,  espe¬ 
cially  those  resulting  from  refractive  errors,  and  to 
prescribe  corrective  lenses. 

orientation  and  mobility  The  field  dealing  with 
systematic  techniques  that  individuals  who  are 
blind  or  visually  impaired  can  use  to  orient  them¬ 
selves  to  their  environment  and  move  and  travel 
safely  and  independently. 

peer  counseling  One-to-one  or  group  support 
from  a  person  or  people  who  have  similar  charac¬ 
teristics  or  problems. 

phone-in  newspaper  A  service  that  enables  the 
users  to  listen  to  articles  of  their  choice  read  over 
the  telephone  from  selected  newspapers. 

physical  therapist  A  professional  who  focuses 
on  the  development,  correction,  and  prevention  of 
motor  problems  (problems  in  muscular  move¬ 
ment). 

radio  reading  service  A  system  that  broadcasts 
information,  such  as  newspaper  articles,  books, 
and  consumer  information,  to  people  with  visual, 
physical,  and  reading  disabilities,  usually  operat¬ 
ing  on  unused  radio  frequencies  and  requiring  a 
special  receiver. 

reading  machine  A  computer-based  device  that 
scans  printed  text  and  converts  it  into  synthetic 
speech. 

recorded  book  or  magazine  An  audiotaped  ver¬ 
sion  of  written  material.  See  Talking  Book 

rehabilitation  The  process  of  bringing  or  restor¬ 
ing  an  individual  to  a  normal  or  optimum  state  of 
health  and  constructive  activity  through  treatment 
and  therapy;  specifically,  the  process  of  adjusting 
to  vision  loss  and  learning  how  to  adapt  or  per¬ 
form  in  new  ways  previously  known  skills. 

rehabilitation  counselor  A  rehabilitation  profes¬ 
sional  who  serves  as  case  manager  in  a  service 
agency  for  an  individual  who  is  visually  impaired 
and  who  may  provide  counseling. 


rehabilitation  teacher  A  professional  who 
teaches  people  with  visual  impairments  to  use 
adaptive  skills  and  equipment  to  perform  the  vari¬ 
ous  tasks  of  everyday  life. 

sheltered  workshop  A  business  that  provides 
jobs  for  individuals  with  a  disability  who  may 
need  special  assistance  to  be  able  to  work. 

screen-magnification  system  A  computer  sys¬ 
tem  that  electronically  enlarges  the  characters  dis¬ 
played  on  the  computer  monitor. 

screen  reader  A  computer  program  that  trans¬ 
lates  print  characters  on  the  computer  screen  into 
their  sound  equivalents  as  part  of  a  speech  output 
system.  These  sounds  are  then  "spoken"  as  words 
by  the  speech  synthesizer  component  of  the  sys¬ 
tem. 

sensory  training  Instruction  that  helps  a  person 
who  is  blind  or  visually  impaired  develop  his  or 
her  other  sensory  abilities  to  be  aware  of  the  envi¬ 
ronment. 

speech  output  system  A  computer-based  system 
that  converts  text  displayed  as  print  into  simu¬ 
lated  speech. 

speech  synthesizer  Part  of  a  speech  output  sys¬ 
tem  that  provides  the  spoken  equivalent  of  the 
print  text  displayed  on  the  computer  monitor. 

speech  therapist  A  professional  in  the  area  of 
communication  techniques  and  speech  and  lan¬ 
guage  pathology  who  teaches  people  to  improve 
their  spoken  communication. 

State  Unit  on  Aging  An  agency  established  in 
each  state  under  the  Older  Americans  Act  of  1965 
to  provide  referrals  for  older  people  to  local 
agencies — such  as  senior  centers,  home  care  agen¬ 
cies,  geriatric  medical  practices,  assistive  living 
facilities,  social  work  agencies,  and  the  like — as 
well  as  to  local  Area  Agencies  on  Aging. 

Talking  Book  A  book  or  other  reading  material 
read  aloud  and  recorded  for  a  blind  or  visually 
impaired  listener  to  play  back,  usually  on  specially 
designed  equipment,  which  may  be  in  disk  or  cas¬ 
sette  tape  format;  an  audiobook  recorded  for  lis¬ 
teners  who  are  print  disabled. 

Talking  Book  machine  A  specialized  device  for 
playing  talking  books. 
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teacher  of  students  who  are  blind  or  visually 
impaired  A  certified  professional  trained  to 
teach  blind  and  visually  impaired  children  in  both 
academic  areas  and  adaptive  skills.

television  program  or  videotaped  film — usually 
recorded  as  part  of  the  program,  to  present  them  to 
individuals  who  are  blind  or  visually  impaired.

video  magnifier  A  computer-based  device  for 
magnifying  images  and  projecting  them  on  a  com¬ 
puter  screen.

impaired  or  have  other  disabilities.  In  the  United 
States,  the  landmark  Americans  with  Disabilities 
Act  (ADA),  passed  in  1990,  prohibits  discrimina¬ 
tion  against  people  with  disabilities  in  virtually 
every  area  of  public  life.  In  addition,  as  explained 
in  summary,  recent  legislation  has  included  the 
1997  amendments  strengthening  the  Individuals 
with  Disabilities  Education  Act  (IDEA)  and  the 
1999  Ticket  to  Work  and  Work  Incentives  Improve¬ 
ment  Act  of  1999  to  help  people  with  disabilities 
overcome  various  barriers  to  employment. 

In  Canada,  a  five-year  program  in  the  early 
1990s  to  bring  persons  with  disabilities  into  the 
mainstream  of  society  resulted  in  a  variety  of  new 
federal  legislation.  This  process  is  continuing  with 
ongoing  policy  statements  and  debate  at  the  fed¬ 
eral  and  provincial  levels  and  various  initiatives  to 
promote  independence,  employment,  and  accessi¬ 
bility  for  people  with  disabilities. 

KEY  U.S.  PROGRAMS  AND 
LEGISLATION 

The  basic  principles  of  policy  related  to  disability 
in  the  United  States  are  contained  in  legislation 
that  focuses  on  three  key  areas:  civil  rights,  reha¬ 
bilitation  and  employment,  and  education.  The 
legislation  implementing  these  policies,  in  combi¬ 
nation  with  Medicare  and  Medicaid  and  the 
Supplemental  Security  Income  Program  (the 
Social  Security  Act's  disability  insurance  pro¬ 
gram),  provide  the  basis  for  the  inclusion  of 
people  who  are  blind  or  visually  impaired  in  the 
mainstream  of  this  country's  social,  political,  and 


economic  life.  For  more  information  about  the  ser¬ 
vices  offered  under  this  legislation,  see  "An  Over¬ 
view  of  Services." 

Americans  with  Disabilities  Act 

The  landmark  1990  Americans  with  Disabilities 
Act  (ADA)  (P.L.  101-336)  provides  a  clear  national 
mandate  for  the  elimination  of  discrimination 
against  people  with  disabilities  in  the  United 
States.  The  passage  of  the  ADA  extended  federal 
nondiscrimination  policy  to  virtually  every  seg¬ 
ment  of  society.  The  ADA  prohibits  discrimination 
against  people  with  disabilities  in  employment 
(Title  I),  state  and  local  government  services  (Title 
II),  transportation  (Title  II),  public  accommoda¬ 
tions  (Title  III),  and  telecommunications  services 
for  individuals  with  hearing  impairment  and 
speech  impairment  (Title  IV). 

In  brief,  the  ADA  stipulates  that  people  who 
are  blind  or  visually  impaired  are  required  to  have 
the  same  fair  chance  for  consideration  for  employ¬ 
ment  as  any  other  applicant  at  a  workplace  cov¬ 
ered  by  the  act,  provided  that  they  can  perform  the 
essential  functions  of  the  job,  with  or  without  a 
reasonable  accommodation.  It  also  mandates  that 
they  must  have  the  same  fair  chance  to  be  consid¬ 
ered  for  promotion  and  training  by  the  employer 
once  they  are  employed.  It  indicates  that  state  and 
local  government  agencies  cannot  exclude  them 
from  participating  in  government  services,  pro¬ 
grams,  or  other  activities.  In  places  of  public 
accommodation — such  as  a  motel,  restaurant, 
movie  theater,  or  doctor's  office — provision  must 
be  made  for  a  means  of  effective  communication 
with  the  customer  or  recipient  of  services  who  is 
disabled.  (A  comprehensive  guide  to  the  ADA  as  it 
affects  people  who  are  blind  or  visually 
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impaired — "  A  Guide  to  Titles  II  and  III  of  the  ADA 
for  People  with  Vision  Loss" — can  be  found  on  the 
AFB  web  site,  www.afb.org.  This  document  also 
lists  contact  information  for  the  federal  agencies  in 
charge  of  enforcement  of  rights  established  under 
these  titles.)

Rehabilitation  Act  of  1973 

The  authority  for  training  and  finding  employ¬ 
ment  for  people  with  mental,  physical,  and  sen¬ 
sory  disabilities  is  provided  by  the  Rehabilitation 
Act  of  1973,  amended  most  recently  as  Title  IV  of 
the  Workforce  Investment  Act  of  1998  (P.L. 
105-220).  In  the  United  States,  training  and 
employment  services  for  people  with  disabilities 
are  provided  through  a  federal-state  partnership. 
In  many  states,  services  for  individuals  who  are 


blind  or  visually  impaired  are  offered  through  a 
separate  state  vocational  rehabilitation  agency  for 
blind  persons.  In  other  states,  services  for  blind 
and  visually  impaired  persons  are  provided 
through  a  general  vocational  rehabilitation 
agency.  The  act  also  provides  the  authority  for 
long-term  training  programs  for  rehabilitation 
teachers  and  orientation  and  mobility  instructors 
who  work  with  persons  with  visual  impairments. 
In  addition,  it  provides  for  independent  living  ser¬ 
vices  for  older  blind  persons  under  Title  VII, 
Chapter  2,  the  Independent  Living  Services  for 
Older  Individuals  Who  Are  Blind  program,  elec¬ 
tronic  equipment  for  accessibility,  employment 
with  the  federal  government,  and  the  operation 
and  funding  of  the  Helen  Keller  National  Center 
for  Deaf-Blind  Youths  and  Adults.  Information  on 
antidiscrimination  sections  of  the  Rehabilitation 
Act  can  be  obtained  from:

The  federal-state  vocational  rehabilitation 
program  is  overseen  by:

Included  in  the  changes  made  in  the  1998 
amendments  to  the  Rehabilitation  Act  is  a  require¬ 
ment  to  create  a  statewide  workforce  investment 
system  that  offers  meaningful  and  effective  partici¬ 
pation  for  visually  impaired  individuals.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  each  federal  department  or  agency,  including 
the  U.S.  Postal  Service,  must  ensure  that  any  elec¬ 
tronic  information  technology  it  purchases  is 
accessible  to  employees  and  customers  with  dis¬ 
abilities  (unless  doing  so  imposes  an  undue  bur¬ 
den).

Section  504  of  the  Rehabilitation  Act  prohibits  dis¬ 
crimination  against  persons  with  disabilities  in  all 
programs  and  activities  conducted  by  recipients  of 
federal  financial  assistance,  and  has  a  substantial 
effect  on  such  entities  as  schools,  universities,  hos¬ 
pitals,  and  the  like.

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guarantor  of  equal  access  and  auxiliary  services 
for  people  with  disabilities.

Individuals  with  Disabilities 
Education  Act  (IDEA) 

The  Individuals  with  Disabilities  Education  Act 
(IDEA)  (most  recently  amended  as  RL.  105-1 7) 
requires  that  all  children  with  disabilities  have 
available  to  them  a  free,  appropriate  public  educa¬ 
tion  in  the  least  restrictive  environment  feasible. 
The  major  components  of  IDEA  relate  to  special 
education  and  allied  services  (such  as  braille 
instruction  and  O&M  services)  to  children  with 
disabilities;  services  to  preschool  children  with 
disabilities;  and  early  intervention  services  for 
infants  and  toddlers  and  their  families.  IDEA  pro¬ 
vides  for  state  formula  grants  and  discretionary 
grant  programs,  such  as  services  to  deaf-blind 
children  and  youths,  technology  development, 
personnel  preparation,  and  descriptive  video  and 
captioning.  It  also  provides  authority  for  financial 
assistance  to  state  agencies  for  programs  to  meet 
the  special  education  needs  of  children  with  dis¬ 
abilities  in  state-operated  or  supported  schools. 

IDEA  was  amended  in  1997  to  provide  for 
improved  access  to  braille  instruction;  inclusion  of 
orientation  and  mobility  services;  consideration  of 
assistive  technology  devices  and  services;  and 
clarification  of  the  right  of  parents  to  be  accompa¬ 
nied  by  advocates  and  others  with  relevant  exper¬ 
tise  during  the  process  when  their  child's 
individualized  education  program  (IEP)  is  devel¬ 
oped  as  required  by  law.  IDEA  is  administered  by:

Other  Legislation 

A  wide  variety  of  additional  legislation  provides 
for  significant  rights  and  programs  for  persons 
who  are  blind  or  visually  impaired. 

The  Fair  Housing  Act  of  1988  prohibits  dis¬ 
crimination  in  the  sale  or  rental  of  private  dwell¬ 
ings.  The  act  does  not  cover  discrimination  in 


public  housing,  but  Title  II  of  the  ADA  covers 
dwellings  owned  by  state  or  local  governments. 
The  disability  provisions  of  the  Fair  Housing  Act 
do  not  supersede  state  laws  or  local  ordinances 
that  afford  individuals  with  disabilities  greater 
protection  against  housing  discrimination.  For 
information  or  assistance  on  housing  or  accessibil¬ 
ity,  contact:

Access  to  telecommunications  equipment 
and  services,  an  issue  of  increasing  importance  for 
people  who  are  blind  or  severely  visually 
impaired  in  today's  information  age,  is  dealt  with 
in  the  Telecommunications  Act  of  1996 
(PL. 104-1 04).  Companies  that  manufacture  tele¬ 
communications  equipment — including  equip¬ 
ment  on  the  customer's  property — and  provide 
telecommunications  services  must  make  sure  that 
the  equipment  is  accessible  to  and  usable  by 
people  with  disabilities  (if  this  is  "readily  achiev¬ 
able").  Information  and  assistance  relating  to  the

A  free  national  library  program  of  braille  and 
recorded  materials  for  blind  and  physically  dis¬ 
abled  persons  is  administered  by  the  National 
Library  Service  for  the  Blind  and  Physically 
Handicapped  (NLS)  of  the  Library  of  Congress. 
NLS  selects  and  produces  full-length  books  and 
magazines  in  braille  and  on  recorded  disc  and  cas¬ 
sette.  Reading  materials  are  distributed  to  a  coop¬ 
erating  network  of  regional  and  local  libraries, 
where  they  are  circulated  to  eligible  borrowers. 
Reading  materials  and  playback  machines  are  sent 
to  borrowers  free  of  charge  and  are  returned  to 
libraries  by  postage-free  mail.  The  program  was 
established  by  Congress  in  1931  to  serve  blind 
adults.  It  was  expanded  in  1952  to  include  chil¬ 
dren,  and  again  in  1966  to  include  individuals 
with  other  physical  impairments  that  prevent  the 
reading  of  standard  print.  For  more  information 
on  the  NLS,  see  the  listing  under  "Federal  Agen¬ 
cies." 

In  the  area  of  copyright,  PL.  104-97  allows 
authorized  entities  (such  as  nonprofit  agencies 
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with  a  primary  mission  to  serve  the  educational 
needs  of  blind  persons)  to  reproduce  or  distribute 
braille,  electronic,  or  audio  recorded  copies  of 
most  previously  published  copyrighted  works 
without  first  obtaining  permission  to  do  so  from 
copyright  owners.  Mailing  privileges  are  another 
important  right  that  has  been  extended,  specifi¬ 
cally  through  the  Postal  Reorganization  Act  of 
1970,  which  provides  for  free  mailing  matter  for 
blind  and  other  disabled  persons.  For  information 
on  this  service,  contact:

Transportation,  a  vital  activity  that  is  part  of 
daily  life,  is  covered  in  part  by  the  Air  Carrier 
Access  Act  (PL.  99-435),  which  prohibits  discrimi¬ 
nation  against  any  otherwise  qualified  disabled 
individual  in  the  provision  of  air  transportation.

In  addition,  the  Federal  Transit  Act  estab¬ 
lishes  a  formula  assistance  program  that  makes 
federal  resources  available  to  urban  and  rural 
areas.  Urban  area  assistance  may  be  applied  for 
mass  transit  planning,  capital,  and  operating  assis¬ 
tance.  The  federal  share  may  also  be  used  for 
projects  devoted  to  enhancing  the  accessibility  and 
mobility  of  elderly  individuals  and  people  with 
disabilities.

The  Vending  Facility  Program  for  Persons 
Who  Are  Blind  was  instituted  by  the  Randolph- 
Sheppard  Act  (P.L.  74-732,  as  amended).  This  act 
provides  persons  who  are  blind  with  remunera¬ 
tive  employment  and  self-support  through  the 
operation  of  vending  facilities  on  federal  and  other 
property.  Amendments  to  the  act  ensure  priority 
for  persons  who  are  blind  in  designating  who  will 
operate  the  vending  facilities.  The  Randolph- 
Sheppard  Act  is  administered  by:

The  Javits-Wagner-O'Day  Act  (P.L.92-28)  as 
amended,  established  the  Committee  for  the  Pur¬ 


chase  from  the  Blind  or  Severely  Handicapped, 
which  designates  products  and  services  that  can 
be  purchased  outside  the  competitive  bidding  sys¬ 
tem  from  agencies  associated  with  either  of  two 
nonprofit  agencies.  National  Industries  for  the 
Blind  and  National  Industries  for  the  Severely 
Handicapped.  This  legislation  helps  provide 
employment  in  manufacturing,  service,  supervi¬ 
sory,  and  professional  and  management  positions 
to  persons  who  are  blind  or  severely  visually 
impaired. 

A  significant  modification  to  federal  disabil¬ 
ity  employment  policy  is  the  Ticket  to  Work  and 
Work  Incentives  Improvement  Act  of  1999 
(P.L. 106-170).  In  enacting  the  legislation.  Congress 
acknowledged  the  various  barriers  to  employment 
for  people  with  disabilities,  including  rules  that 
make  it  difficult  to  retain  health  care  coverage 
when  they  begin  or  return  to  work  and  the  com¬ 
plexity  of  the  nation's  system  for  job  training.  This 
act  provides  individuals  with  disabilities  with 
health  care,  employment  training,  and  placement 
services;  Medicaid  coverage  needed  to  maintain 
employment;  extended  Medicare  coverage  while 
working;  and  access  to  employment  services  from 
both  state  and  vocational  rehabilitation  agencies 
and  private  services. 

KEY  CANADIAN  PROGRAMS  AND 
LEGISLATION 

As  in  the  United  States,  the  Canadian  government 
has  expressed  a  strong  commitment  to  the  rights 
of  its  citizens  who  have  disabilities  and  in  fact  has 
been  involved  for  several  years  in  reexamining, 
strengthening,  and  focusing  its  efforts.  The  Char¬ 
ter  of  Rights  and  Freedoms  contained  within  the 
Canadian  constitution  guarantees  people  with 
disabilities  equality  and  equal  protection  under 
the  law.  The  Canadian  Human  Rights  Act,  which 
prohibits  discrimination  based  on  disability,  was 
amended  in  1998  to  add  a  "duty  to  accommodate" 
persons  with  disabilities;  this  law  applies  to  fed¬ 
eral  employers  and  service  providers.  The 
Employment  Equity  Act  was  passed  in  1986,  and 
the  Omnibus  Bill  of  1992  guarantees  a  large  num¬ 
ber  of  specific  rights.  In  1997,  the  Opportunities 
Fund  for  Persons  with  Disabilities,  administered 
by  Human  Resources  Development  Canada,  was 
created  to  help  individuals  with  disabilities  move 
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into  paid  employment  through  such  activities  as 
job  creation,  training,  provision  of  adaptive  equip¬ 
ment  and  personal  supports,  and  wage  subsidies. 
Other  key  federal  legislation  includes  the  Canada 
Assistance  Plan  of  1966,  the  Federal-Provincial 
Fiscal  Arrangements  and  Established  Programs 
Financing  Act  of  1977,  and  the  National  Training 
Act  of  1982. 

In  recent  policy  statements,  Pluman 
Resources  Development  Canada  has  affirmed  its 
commitment  to  active  measures  to  promote  inde¬ 
pendence,  employment,  and  accessibility  for 
people  with  disabilities.  But  up  to  the  present, 
Canada  has  not  passed  a  sweeping  antidiscrimina¬ 
tion  bill  such  as  the  ADA  in  the  United  States;  nor 
does  it  have  national  education  legislation  such  as 
IDEA.  As  in  the  United  States,  government  direc¬ 


tives  are  administered  by  different  departments, 
such  as  Transport  Canada,  the  National  Library, 
Justice  Canada,  Public  Works  and  Government 
Services,  Veterans  Affairs,  and  so  forth.  (See  the 
listings  of  "Federal  Agencies"  in  Canada  for  more 
details  and  contact  information.) 

In  Canada,  much  of  the  legislation  that 
applies  to  people  with  disabilities  is  determined  at 
the  provincial  and  territorial  level.  In  1998,  how¬ 
ever,  federal,  provincial,  and  territorial  ministers 
responsible  for  social  services  released  a  state¬ 
ment,  In  Unison;  A  Canadian  Approach  to  Disability 
Issues,  to  set  a  joint  direction  for  future  disability 
policy  aimed  at  promoting  greater  equality  and 
inclusion  of  persons  with  disabilities  in  all  aspects 
of  Canadian  society  and  have  begun  to  enact  ini¬ 
tiatives  to  implement  its  recommendations.

distance  no  greater  than  20  degrees;  persons  whose 
visual  disability,  with  correction  and  regardless  of  opti¬ 
cal  measurement,  is  certified  by  competent  authority  as 
preventing  the  reading  of  standard  printed  material; 
persons  certified  by  competent  authority  as  unable  to 
read  or  unable  to  use  standard  printed  material  as  a 
result  of  physical  limitations;  persons  certified  by  com¬ 
petent  authority  as  having  a  reading  disability  resulting 
from  organic  dysfunction  and  of  sufficient  severity  to 
prevent  their  reading  printed  material  in  a  normal  man¬ 
ner.

Professional  Training:  Administers  a  program  of 
courses  leading  to  certification  in  braille  transcribing 
and  proofreading  in  cooperation  with  a  network  of  vol¬ 
unteer  groups  throughout  the  United  States.  Courses 
may  be  taken  through  local  braille  instruction  offered 
by  volunteer  groups  in  the  network. 

Distance  Education:  Offers  national  correspondence 
courses  to  train  sighted  persons  as  braille  transcribers 
and  blind  persons  as  braille  proofreaders.
